Jefferson Market Police Court Also 


Suffers a Littie in a Severe Thun- 
derstorm—A Woman and 2 Horse 


Struck in Washiugteon Square— 


Severnl Persons Prestraied by the 
Great Heat—Ships in the Harbor 


Tossed Abcut in the Squall. 


The city was visited yesterday afternoon 
by another wind and thunder storm, and 
the Washington Arch and the Jefferson 
Market Police Court were struck by light- 
ning. A woman and a horse were also 


struck, but not seriously injured. Several 
persons were prostrated by the heat which 


preceded the storm. 

Before tne storm the sky had. been -cloud- 
less, and the sun’s rays beat down re- 
lentlessly. The maximum temperature, 88°, 
was reached just before the storm, 

When the Washington Arch, at 
Avenue and Washington Square, 
struck by lightning, a stone on the south- 
west cornice of the structure was moved 
about four inches. Other stones near it 
show marks of the bolt. 

Mrs. Mary Lavelle, thirty. years old, of 
20 Bedford Street, was sitting on a bench 
in Washington Square when the shower 
came, and she ran to the arch for shelter. 
She was struck by lightning and was 
knocked down. She was found in a semi- 
conscious state by a park policeman, and 
an ambulance was caliced. She was soon 
able to go to her home. 

A horse with which Peter Cronin, a 
laborer in the Park Department, had been 
using. in mowing grass in the square was 
standing near the arch at the time and 
was also struck by lightning. It was some 
time before the animal was able to walk. 

While Magistrate Deuel was hearing a 
Case in the Jefferson Market Police Court 
a bright flash of lightning and a tremen- 
dous pea) of thunder startled the people 
in the courtroom, and a heavy pane of 
plate glass directly behind the Magistrate 
Was smashed. The proceedings in court 
Were not interrupted, however. 

The storm began about 4 o’clock. Great 
masses of dark clouds appeared in the 
west and swept over the city. A gust of 
wind blew over the chimney tops, de- 
swcended to the street, and carried a few 
hats away on its wings, and then came 
the temaest. 

The wind blew in steady blasts from the 
southwest. <As the clouds grew gloomier 
the wind grew more violent and filled the 
air with dust. 

When the first few drops of rain began to 
fall the sky presented a thrilling appear- 
ance. Inky thunderclouds filled the north- 
ern heavens, while a faint: light oozed 
through the lighter and fieecier ciouds in 
the south, giving them a lurid, coppery hue. 
The rain was not’heavy, but the wind blew 
at the unusual velocity of forty-eight miles 
an hour, and the thermometer in ten min- 
utes fell.20°. The change was as refreshing 
as it was sudden, and, although it grew 
Warm again after the storm had passed 
by, the humidity was low, and.’the heat. 
guring ene evening was. not Oppressive, 
notwithstanding that at 8 o’clock the mer- 
sury stood at 80°. 

The maximum temperature yesterday was 
88° just before’ the storm, falling to 68° 
after it. The rainfall was .18-of an inch. 
It was very hot over the country as far 
West as the Missouri River and as far 
southwest as Texas. The temperature was 
309° in Jacksonville, Fla.; Montgomery, 
Ala., and Memphis, Tenn.; 98° at St. Louis, 
and 96° at Cincinnati. 

Terence Reilly, a laborer, fifty-four vears 
old, of flushing and Clinton Avenues, 
Brooklyn, was found unconscious from stun- 
Stroke, at the corner of Peck Slip and Wa- 
ter Street, about 3:30 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon, His temperature was 108. After an 
hour’s hard work at the Hudson Street 
Hospital with ice baths, the man’s tem- 
perature was reduced only five degrees, 
and it required two and a half hours’ in- 
cessant application to bring his temper- 
ature down to 98.2°, when he wd&S out of 
danger.

ALABAYA POLITICS MIXED, 


Possibility of Carrying the State for 
Sound Money. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 30.—Gen. James 
B. Weaver, who came to Alabama by di- 
rection of Chairman - Butler to make 
speeches for the Populist State ticket, left 
last night without having made a speech. 
His departure is explained to-day by the 
Populist State Committee, who say he has 
sone to see National Democratic Chairman 
Jones and impress on him the importance 
of using his influence to assure a fair elec- 
tion in Alabama next Monday, and to say 
to him that if the election should not be 
fair there will be no association, affiliation, 
amalgamation, or co-operation with the 


Bryan Democracy and the Populists in the 
November election. 

While the Democrats says this pronuncia- 
mento is a mere “bluff,” the Puypulists 
avow they mean business. That the Pop- 
ulists will not carry mhe State Monday on 
the face of the returns is almost a fore- 
gOne conclusion. It, therefore, only wiil 
remain to see if they do mean business, as 
they undoubtedly will cry fraud, 

They have no Electoral ticket in the field. 
If they should carry out their threat, it is 
believed it would be done by supporting the 
McKinley Electors.. The silver Democracy 
is worried by the menace, and to-day Chair- 
man Knox issued an appeal to the Demo- 
crats on the old line of white supremacy 
and radical rule. The Populists take the 
address as a confession of weakness. 

Gov. Gates says the Populists are not 
expecting to elect Goodwin, but are work- 
ing for a Populist Legislature to count 
Goodwin in. 

Weaver's visit has muddled matters very 
much, and the Populists seem masters of 
the situation, so far as bearings on the 
November election are concerned. If the 
Populists should carry out their threat by 
supporting McKinley, they, with the sound- 
money Democrats and Republicans com- 
bined, would carry the State for McKinley. 
Such a combination does not appear un- 
likely. The Populists cannot live as an or- 
ganization without Republican support, and 
sound-money Democrats will be drawn to 
the McKinley Electoral ticket by the elim- 
ination of its negro component. 





A DESPERATE. BICYCLE THIFF. 


He Shoots Two of His Pursuers in the 
Streets of Providence and Escapes. 


PROVIDENCE, R. L, July 30.—A desperate 
and heavily armed bicycle thief was locked 
in the store of Dawson & Co., 22 North 
Main Street, to-day, for the purpose of 
holding him until the arrival of a policeman, 
but he fought his way to freedom with a 
brace of revolvers. 

The thief carried a stolen bicycle to the 
store yesterday, and the Taunton authori- 
ties came after the wheel to-day. The 
thief rode another stoien bicycle when he 
called at the store this afternoon, and 
wher James E Dawson and Frank Riggs, 
the latter a bicycle agent from Syracuse, 
attempted to apprehend him, the thief 
pounded a two-hundred-dollar plate-glass 
window out of the front of the store with 
an Indian club, and, reaching the street, 
sent seven bullets from two revolvers at 
his pursuers. 

®iggs was shot in the leg, and Henry 
Martin of this city was wounded in the 
head. Neither of the injured men was 
fatally hurt. 

The thief was shot at, knocked from his 
bicycle, and chased by a squad of police- 
men, but he got away, and passed through 
a residence, changing hats in the hallway. 
Then he walked away, his two revolvers and 
a big knife being hidden by a long coat 
which he secured in his flight. 

Dawson & Co.’ store is in the very cen- 
tre of the business section of Providence, 
and crowds were in the street at the time 
of the shooting. 

The same young man, it is said, appeared 
in Westerly a few days ago, and left a 
stolen bicycie there with Frank Girken. 
He is also believed to be the murderer of 
Frederick Strange, who was robbed of his 
wheel and killed by the roadside near 
Taunton a month ago. 





TROLLEY CARS IN COLLISION. 


Were Running at Full Speed on the 
Same Track. 


There was a collision on the Midland Elec- 


‘tris Railroad at Garrettson’s, S. L, yester- 


day afternoon. Car No. 18 was derailed 
near Richmond, and a force of workmen 


went dewn to replace it on the track. In 
the meantime the runs of the car were made 
by another car. 

When the derailed car had been put back 
on the track the workmen entered it, and it 
was started back to Stapleton, running wild. 
The road is a single-track one. When the 
car reached Garrettson’s it met Car No. 36 
running toward Richmond, which was loaded 
with about fifty passengers. 

Both cars were running at full speed, and 
were close together rounding a curve when 
the motormen discovered the dangeer.. The 
motormen reversed their cars, but they came 
together with a’ crash. The bumpers of No. 
13° were smashed. The passengers on No, 


: 36 were shaken up, but escaped injury, with 


the exception of one woman, who jumped 
from the car and was slightly bruised. 





Drowned in Sight of Help. 


HIGHLANDS OF NAVESINKE, N. J.,,July 20.— 
Frank Duke, twenty-four years of age, who lived 
at 249 West. Twenty-second Street, New-York, 
was drowned in the Shrewsbury River at High- 
land Beach to-day. About 3 o’clock he went in 
swimming. He was in the water about ten 
minutes, when he suddenly threw up his arms 
and sank. Henry Nagle, an employe of Miss 
Katherine Kidder, threw off his clothing and 
plunged into the water to rescue the young man, 
After repeated dives, he managed. to locate the 
body and bring it to shore, An attempt was 
made to restore animation, but it failed. 





Harry Woodward Nearly Drowned. 


CENTRE MORICHES, L. I., July 30,—While 
bathing in the surf at Centre Moriches last even- 
ing, Harry Woodward, son of Dr, C, A. Wood- 
ward of 49 West Forty-eighth Street, New-York, 
had a narrow escape from drowning. When some 
distance from the shore he became exhausted and 
cried for assitance. Cornelius Flood, one of his 
companions, succeeded in keeping him afloat until 
Life Saver Willlam Murdock reached him. He 
was got ashore, but it was some time before he 
was resuscitated.

ROWS WRECKED BY WIND 





FIFTEEN PERSONS KILLED BY THE 
FLYING TIMBERS, 


Glouster, an Ohio Mining Village, 
Strack by a Cyclonic Storm—Sta- 
ble, with Six Horses and Several 
Carriages, Carried into Sunday 
Creek and Swept Away—Water 
Thrown on Electric Wire Trans- 
mits Current and Kills a Man. 


ATHENS, Ohio, July 30.—Word comes from 
Glouster, a mining town twelve miles north 
of here, in the Sunday Creek Valley, that 
fifteen persons were killed there in the 
cyclonic storm of last hight. 


One of the principal streets of the vil- 
lage was destroyed. The storm, which 
came from the northwest, struck without 
warning. The fury of the wind is inde- 
scribable. Buildings were toppled over, 
trees torn from their roots, and the town 
this morning ts a scene of desolation. 

J. L. Daugherty, who was at the front of 
his grocery when the storm was at its 
height, was struck by a section of a plank 
walk, which was lifted up by the wind, and 
instantly ‘ killed. Persons in :the streets 
hurrying to cover were struck by flying 
boards and timbers and killed or maimed. 
Others perished in wrecked buildings. A 
livery stable, with six horses and a number 
of vehicles, was blown into the creek and 
swept away. 

Every building in town is damaged, and 
many are completely demolished. The bus- 
iness fronts of Garrett’s restaurant, Antle’s 
grocery, and Hess’s shoe store were com- 
pletely wrecked. 

The streets are covered with broken tim- 
bers and débris of all kinds. To add to the 
horror, Sunday Creek is sweeping every- 
thing before it. Several houses have been 


washed away and two persons are reported 
drowned. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, July 30.—The worst 
storm that has visited this vicinity in 
years occurred about 6 o’clock last even- 
ing. The financial loss will amount to 
$50,000. For three hours all the electric 
lights were out, street car traffic was 
stopped, .and telegraphic communication 
Was suspended. Sixteen houses were un- 
roofed and otherwise damaged. 

Henry Dipple, a night watchman, threw 
some water on a fire he discovered in a 
frame house and. the electricity from a 
crossed wire passed through the water 
and killed him. 

At Lawrenceburg, Tremont, St. Paris, 
and other small places northwest of here, 
damage was done to buildings of all kinds. 
Farmers report ‘heavy loss to fruit and 
grain crops. 

WHEELING, West Va., July 30.—The heavy 
rain of this morning caused immense dam- 
age to property in this vicinity. Small 
ereeks became raging torrents, and bridges 
Were swept away. armhouses were flood- 
ed and crops irreparably damaged. 

On the Ohio side, the Wheeling and Lake 
Erie, the Cincinnati and Pittsburg, and 
the Cleveland, Lorain and Wheelin Roads 
were blocked by wash-outs near Martin’s 
Ferry, and it will’ be several days before 
they can run trains. 

The Baltimore and Ohio suffered consider- 
pnw The worst trouble was on the Park- 
ersburg branch, and as a result all passen- 
ger trains are obliged to use the fourth di- 
vision in order to get around: to Cincinnati 
and 8t.- Louls.

TWO HUNDRED HOMELESS. 





Cloudburst and Flood in the City of 
Steubenville, Ohio. 


STEUBENVILLE, Ohio, July 30.—Two hun- 
dred persons of this vicinity are homeless 
to-night as the result of a cloudburst this 
afternoon in the western part of this city. 

The people in the lowlands, alarmed by 
the recent floods, were prepared for disas- 
ter, and fled to the hills. Thus no lives 
were lost, although many were in imminent 
danger. Warning also was _given_ by_ a 
party of men who had been on the watch 
and ran down the valley shouting that the 
flood was coming. 

When the houses in the track of the 
angry waters were reached, they went 
down like cardboard. Thirty or forty resi- 
dences were wrecked, the chief sufferers 
being Rebecca Philabaum, William Risden, 
Robert Ritchie, James Burdess, Andrew 
Albaugh, Benjamin Wise, Grant Stroud, 
John Hart, and Henry Bowman. Bowman 
was proprietor of a store, which, with all 
its stock, is gone. 

Two culverts of the Pan Handle Rail- 
road were carried away, and at Gould’s 
there is a washout 650 feet long. No trains 
are running, and it will take twenty-four 
hours to repair the track. 

The damage done by the. cloudburst 
amounts to fully $100,009, and the Sixth 
Ward of this city is a scene of desolation. 
The people are in great distress. 





FIVE BOYS UPSET BY THE SQUALL. 


Rescued in an Exhausted Condition 
by Adam Kistinger. 


NEW-ROCHELLE, N. Y., July 30.—Adam 
Kistinger took a party of friends and rel- 
atives out rowing to-day, and while the 
storm was at its height saw a rowboat, in 


which there had been five boys, upturned in 
the water, and the boys making efforts to 
save their lives. 

Mr. Kistinger and D. A. Ross of New-York 
rowed to the rescue of the boys and suc- 
ceeded in’ saving them all. Two of the 
boys, John and Arthur Kistinger, are Mr. 
Kistinger’s nephews. The other three boys 
are named Lazen. 

Ulla, Lazen, the eldest of the Lazen boys, 
had been trying a new rowboat that was 
given to him yesterday as a birthday pres- 
ent. When the storm struck the boat it 
was at once capsized and_all were thrown 
into the water. Some of the boys held fast to 
the boat, while others swam about it and did 
the best they could to encdéurage those who 
could not swim. UNa Lazeéen supported his 
small brother and kept him from drowning. 
He was about exhausted when the. res- 
cuing party pulled his brother and him into 
their boat.

STATE TREASURY SWINDLED. 


The Capitol Paymaster Gives Money to 
the Wrong Man. ‘ 


ALBANY, July 30.—The State Treasury has 
been “‘ bunkoed ” out of $25.84. The swindle 
was practiced upon ‘“‘ Del" Potter of Glens 
Falls, who is well known among the Re- 
publican politicians of the State. 

Mr. Potter is Capitol Paymaster, and every 
two weeks pays out $28,000 to the men em- 
ployed in the construction department of 
the Capitol Each man’s pay is handed to 
him in a small envelope. 

Mr. Potter had not finished paying off yes- 
terday noon, and he put the money in 
the-safe in the State Treasurer's office until 
afternoon. Shorily after the money had 
been locked up a man hurried into the 
State Treasurer’s office. Me said his name 
was John Knight, was employed on the 
work, and wanted his money so he could 
catch a train. Mr. Potter opened the safe 
and handed the man John Knight's envel- 


ope. 

The fact that he had been ‘“ bunkoed’”’ 
was made apparent to Paymaster Potter 
when Mr. Knigh. pee himself for his 
envelope in the afternoon. The man who 
personated Mr. Knight has not Leen discov- 
ere‘. Mr. Potter will make good the 
amount to the State Treasury.

HORSE’S MIRACOLOUS ESCAPE. 


Leaped over the Palisades and Landed 
in a Tree Top. 


A horse owned by Casper M. Hundt of 
Guttenberg yesterday leaped from a cliff 
of the Palisades to the River Road, fifty 
feet below. Fortunately, the horse struck 
a tree in its descent, which broke its fall 
and enabled it to escape alive and with 
only a few scratches. , 

The horse, left by its owner in the road 
near his store, was frightened by a trolley 
car and ran away. It turned into the Bull’s 
Ferry Road, which terminates at the edge 
of the Palisades. The road is protected at 
that point by a stout stone wall four feet 
high, but the animal cleared it at a bound 
and went crashing into the tree top, fifty 
feet below. The branches broke and the 
horse slid from the tree to the ground.

Neutrality. 





AID MUST NOT BE GIVEN TO CUBA 





The Duties of American Citizens 


Clearly Defined—The United 


States. Laws Involved. 


OFFICIALS MUST DO THEIR FULL DUTY 


All Offenders Are Given Fair Notice 
that They Will Be Prose- 
cuted with Vigor. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—The following 
proclamation was issued from the State 
Department this afternoon: - 


By the President of the United States of 
America. 


A Proclamation, 


Whereas, By a proclamation dated the 
twelfth day of June, A. D. 1895, attention 
was called to the serious civil disturbances, 
accompanied by ammed resistance to the 
established Government of Spain, then pre- 
vailing in the Island of Cuba, and citizens 
of the United States and all other per- 
sons were admonished to abstain from tak- 
ing part in such disturbances in contra- 
vention of the neutrality laws of the United 
States; and, ‘ 

Whereas, Said civil disturbances and 
armed resistance to the authority of Spain, 
& power with which the Wnited States are 
on terms cf peace and amity, continue to 
prevail in said Island of Cuba; and, 

Whereas, Since the date of said proclama- 
tion said neutrality laws of the’ United 
States have been the subject of authorita- 
tive exposition by the judicial tribunal of 
last resort, and it has thus been declared 
that any combination of persons organized 
in the United States for the purpose of 
proceeding to and making war upon a 
foreign country with which the United 
States are at peace, and provided with arms 
to be used for such purpose, constitutes 
a “‘ military expedition or enterprise ’’ with- 
in the meaning of said neutrality laws, 
and that the providing or preparing of the 
means for such “‘ military expedition or en- 
terprise’’ which is expressly prohibited by 
said laws, includes furnishing or aiding in 
transportation for such “ military expedi- 
tion or enterprise’’; and, 

Whereas, By express enactment, if two 
or more persons conspire to commit an 
offense against the United States, any act 
of one conspirator to effect the object of 
such conspiracy renders all the conspirators 
liable to fine and imprisonment; and, 

Whereas, There is reason tobelieve that 
citizens of the United States and others 

‘within their jurisdiction fail to apprehend 
the meaning and operation of the neutral- 
tty laws of the United States, as authori- 
tatively interpreted as aforesaid, and may 
be misled into participation ‘in  transac- 


and will render them liable to the severe 
penalties provided for such violations, 

Now, Therefore, that the laws above re- 
ferred-to as judicially construed may be duly 
executed, that the international obligations 
of the United States may be fully satis- 
fied, and that their citizens and all others 
within their jurisdiction, being seasonably 
apprised of their legal duty in the prem- 
ises, may abstain from disobedience to the 
laws of the United States, and thereby 
escape the forfeitures and penalties legally 
consequent thereon; 

I, Grover Cleveland, Fresident of the 
United States, do hereby solemnly warn 
all citizens of the United States, and all 
others within their jurisdiction against vio- 
lations of .the said laws, interpreted as 
hereinbefore explained, and give notice that 
all such violations will be vigorously prose- 
cuted, And I do hereby invoke the co- 
operation of all good citizens in the enforce- 
ment of said laws and in the detection and 
apprehension of any offenders against the 
same, and do hereby enjoin upon all the 
executive officers of the United States the 
utmost diligence in preventing, prosecuting, 
and punishing any infractions thereof. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington this twen- 
ty-seventh day of July, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and ninc- 
ty-six, and of the independence of the 
United States the one hundred and twenty- 
first. GROVER CLEVELAND.

The President’s proclamation is understood 
to be one of the results of Secretary Olney’s 
recent visit to Gray Gables, and is thought 
to be, in some measure at least, the answer 
of the Administration to the petitions and 
complaints against Spain’s treatment of 
Americans in Cuba. which continually pour 
in upon the State Department. Many of 
these have contained pleas of ignorance of 
the laws under which the suspects were ar- 
rested and imprisoned, and it apparently 
has been deemed advisable to leave Ameri- 
can citizens no longer in doubt as to the 


rotection’' they may expect if they go so 
far in their sympathies as to violate United 
States statutes. , .

AND MRS. TYLER DROWNED. 


Vermont Hotel Proprietor. and. His 
Wife Were Bathing. 


BRATTLEBOROUGH, Vt., July 30.—Mr. and 
Mrs..-Edward A. Tyler, the former the pro- 
prietor of the Brooks House, were drowned 
lnat night in the Connecticut River, at 2 
point about three miles above this village. 

Mr. and Mrs. Tyler left the Brooks House 
at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon and drove 
to their cottage, which is situated upon an 
elevation on the river bank, about'fifty feet 
above the river. They did not return when 
expected, and a message was sent to the 
house of a friend, where it was thought they 
might have stopped, and a satisfactory re- 
ply was received. 

As they did not return in the morning, 
another message was sent, when it was 
found that the first one had been misun- 
derstood, and that nothing had been seen of 
them.

RUN DOWN BY A CHUTE BOAT. 





Three Persons Killed at a Picnic Near 
Knoxville, Tenn, 


KNOXVILLE, Tean., July 30.—Three persons 
lost their lives, and a fourth was injured 
seriously in an accident at Lake Ottossaee, 
an outing resort three miles from Knoxville. 
The dead are: 


PHIBBS, Miss CARRIE, aged seventeen years. 
PERRY, CHARLES, aged eighteen years. 
WRIGHT, WALTER, aged twenty-one years. 


The person injured is Mrs. Forester, 4 
widow, who was chaperoning the party. 

The party was in a light rowboat, and 
through carelessness got in the way of a 
chute boat as it came down the steep in- 
cline into the water. The chute boat, 
loaded with ten persons, dashed down the 
incline at a terrific speed and hit the water 
with much force. It rebounded into the 
air, and ‘on the second bound struck the 
rowboat, with its occupants. 

The crash upset the rowboat, and its pas- 
sengers were thrown into the water. All 
lost their lives with the exception of Mrs. 
Forester, who came to the surface and 
caught hold of the upturned boat, where 
she clung until assistance arrived. 

Divers recovered the bodies of the three 
young persons. An examination showed 
that all of them had been bruised terribly 
and perhaps killed by the chute boat when 
it struck them. They were all members of 
the Broad Street Methodist Bpiscopal 
Church, South. which was having its annual 
picnic at the lake.

hands, and, although he not under- 
stand them, he felt that they wished to ex- 
press their friendly feeling toward any one 
coming from “the great Republic’? whose 
citizens had given so much help to the Cre- 
tans during their great struggle for inde- 
pendence in the year 1866. ‘ 

After through two or three 
crowded anterooms, ihe visitor was ad- 
mitted te the commiitee room itseif. He 
entered with the feelings of an archcon- 
spirator. There sat in conclave assembled 
six white-haired, venerable, and self-con- 
tained men, not at all one’s idea of what 
conspirators and revolutionists ought to be. 
There was none of the wild enthusiasm of 
youth. in this committee, but. the .careful 
calculation of mature age. Evidently this 
Cretan. rebellion is not. the reckless out- 
break of a few wild fellows. Marco Renieri, 
the President of the committee, after re- 
ceiving the American most cordially, in- 
troduced him to the rest of the committee 
in these words; 

“This is the fourth time that my col- 
leagues and I have engaged in attempts to 
free Crete from the hated rule of the Turks, 
All of us were participants in the rebellions 
of 1866-9, of 1878, and of 1889, and we have 
joined in this one, which we hope will be 
final in that Crete will have, as she has for 
20 years struggled to Christian 
Government. 

“We do not fear the Turks, so long as 
we have arms with whieh to defend our- 
selves and to fight as you Americans did 
so successfully for jiberty. The great dif- 
ficulties we have to contend with are the 
complications in European politics and the 
diplomatic jeulousies of the different 
powers. However, we hope by persistent 
effort and suecess in arms to prove to the 
great humanitarian world that this is not 
the uprising of a few desperate and dls- 
contented men, such as there are the world 
over, but the struggle of a Christian peo- 
ple for the right, long since recognized by 
the civilized nations, to a free, Christian, 
and representative Government. We ap- 
peal to the whole Christian world for moral 
support in this, our war of independence. 

“To you Americans the Cretans will 
always extend the hand of grateful friend- 
ship. We shall never forget your kindness 
to us in the rebellion of 1866. Then we 
wore American clothes, we shot with Amer- 
ican guns, we ate American bread. If 
every Christian nation had treated us as 
— have, we would to-day be a free peo- 
ple.”’ 

Your correspondent left the committee 
room greatly impressed with the quiet ear- 
nestness and strength of purpose of these 
veterans, and then he learned the news 
brought by the refugees of two victories 
by the insurgents over the Turks. The im- 
perial forces have been trying to relieve 
the Turkish troops, about 2,000 in number 
who are shut up by the Christians in the 
Province of Selino. But the Mohammedans 
have twice been defeated--once on June 26. 
when they lost 150 killed, and again on 
July 3. 

To understand the Cretan question, it is 
necessary to go back to the great uprising 
of 1866. Indeed, during the Grecian struggle 
for independence, in 1820, Crete played an 
important part, and Cretan patriots fought 
with a perseverance and valor worthy of a 
better result. Since then, at ireemuiar in- 
tervals, Crete has risen in arms in desper- 
ation at Turkish misrule and tyranny. The 
Sublime Porte, with its. usual. diplomatic 
cunning, has simply made concessions and 
promises at critical times, which, with 
great regularity, when the excitement was 
over, it failed to keep. 

The political history proper of the present 
crisis, however, begins with the rebellion 
of 1866. This war lasted three years. At 
the end of that period the powers interfered 
to put an end.to the rebellion. This success 
of Turkey, if success it may be called, was 
not obtained by force of arms, for in nearly 
every instance the Cretans were victorious. 
The Porte, as usual, made _ concessions, 
gave promises. Finally, in 1868, the now 
famous Charter of Halepa was signed, and 
it was afterward ratified by the powers in 
the treaty of Berlin. 

This charter stipulated that either the 
Governor or Vice Governor of Crete should 
be a Christian. It granted to the Cretans a 
General Assembly of forty-nine Christians 
and thirty-one Mohammedans, (a fairly rep- 
resentative proportion,) which lated the 
internal government of the island. The 
yeto power, however, was left to the Sul- 
tan, and not to the Governor. This was 
the weak point of the charter, for it gave 
the upper hand to the Mohammedan minor- 
ity in the General Assembly. 

There followed a series of difficulties, 
which culminated in 4 hen the 
Crown Prince of Greece married the daugh- 
ter of the German ‘Emperor, it wae ru-

0 G as the marriage portion of his 
daughter. This rumor aroused great ex- 
citement in Crete, and, as the rumor eres 
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d. on in-Crete.has be pent 
on. the anit net teen the offici:is have 
‘been out of it, for the whole sum has 
been immediately shipped to Constantinople, 
where it has disappeared in the maw of 
that Hybrid creature ,calied the Turkish 
Treasury.- ’. " 

At the vresent time, so great has been 
the mismanagement or dishonesty that in 
the matter of che salaries of Cretan officials 
alone the Government is 150,000 Turkish 

ounlds in arrears, .Two years’ back pay 

S.due the Police, Department in “Crete. 
Self-preservation being the first law of nat- 
ure, it has become the fashion for Cretan 
Officials, who are nearly all Turks, to help 
themselves. For some years past there 
have been no greater robbers on the island 
than the police. 

The Cretans“afé brave, warlike, and in- 
dependent, but withal rude and uncivilized 
mountaineers. All this misrule has’ made 
them more fierce and unmanageable. Like 
all freedom-loving people, they have a 
strong desire for justice, and since this 
was not to be obtained from Turkish Judges 
or authorities, they took matters into their 
own hands. As a consequence, a system of 
vendettg like that ‘of Corsica has long ex- 
isted in Crete. This vendetta has of late 
years been assuming alarming proportions, 
until to-day there is -practically* a blood 
feud between the Christian and Mohamme- 
dan inhabitants af the island. 

Last Winter things got into such a chaotic 
condition that the Sultan, seeing unless 
something was done to bring about a better 
feeling. that the rebellion of 1866 would be 
repeated, declared .the Charter of Halepa 
re-eStablished, with certain changes. ‘ine 
most important of these changes was that 
the Christians were: to have only three- 
fifths of the members of the General As- 
sembly, while the Moslems were to have 
the. remaining two-fifths. Now, there are 
200,000 Christians in Crete, and only 70,000 
Moslems. This new and unfair representa- 
tiom was therefore hateful to the Caristians, 
who preferred to have no General Assem- 
bly at all rather than. to see the Moham- 
medans .thus vietorious. The General As- 
sembly,.under this. new eharter met only 
onee. It came into immediate conflict with 
the Governor, and he dissolved it. 

In the meantime, the Christian party 
suddenly burst forth-into a party of inde- 
pendence... The immediate cause of this 
was the siege of Vamos and the atrocities 
of the’ Turks in and about Cania-in re- 
prisal. The feeling at Vamos was at. boil- 
ing. point, when one day a Turkish soldier 
killed a Christian policeman. Thus was 
the vendetta between Christian and Mo- 
hammedan carried into the Government 
itself. It meant administrative chaos, and 
the Christians of Vamos—about 2,000 
strong—rose to a man, and imprisoned the 
Turkish garrison of 1,500 men in the fort. 
At the end of a month Turkish reinforce- 
ments arrived, and the siege was raised, 
the Christians being obl ved to retire, on 
account of lack of ammunition. 

The relief came only just in time, for the 
Turkish troops were on the verge of fam- 
ine. As it was, when they marched out of 
Vamos they fell into an ambush and about 
3) of the imperial troops were killed. The 
Turks took their usual method of revenge 
by killing about a hundred unarmed Chris- 
tians at Cania in May last, and then at 
intervals making raids into the neighbor- 
hood of the'city. They burned about thirty- 
five villages. There is a girl here who 
escaped from a village thus destroyed. 
Both of her parents and her brothers and 
sisters were killed. 

The Christians have formed into bands in 
the mountainous districts, and whenever 
they have met the Mohammedans they 
have proved their superiority. At first the 
Sultan determined to crush the insurrec- 
tion by foree, but the uprising of the 
Druses of -Lebanon and of the Macedo- 
nians, and renewed troubles with the Ar- 
menians foreed the Porte to make some 
effort at a peaceful settlement. A procla- 
mation of amnesty was offered to all Chris- 
tians who would give up their arms, and 
there Was a vague promise of reforms to be 
instituted. This was rather too wld a 
trick, and produced no effect at ail. At 
the instigation of the powers, the Sultan 
then declared the charter of Halepa in 
force, and the Governor called a session 
of the General Assembly. ‘The Christian 
Deputies were nearly all in the mountains 
with: the insurrectionists, and did not dare 
to trust themselves in Cania. Besides, 
they had lost all faith in the charter of 
Halepa and Turkish promises of reform. 
Only qa few Mosiems met on July 3, and the 
insurrection went on. 

To-day comes the news that the powers 
have guaranteed saf2 conduct to the Chris- 
tian deputies to Cania, wihere the Christians 
of the General Assembly are to meet by 
themselves and draw up the stipulations 
which the Cretans will require the Porte to 
grant before laying,down their arms. The 
powers have intimated that they will see 
that the Sultan grants almost any demand 
except that of unity with Greece or absolute 
independence. The result of these negotia- 
tions will be watehed with great interest 
here in Greece, for there is a general feeling 
of disappointment that the powers. refuse 
absolutely to heed any suggestion for an- 
nexing Crete to Greece. 

Letters from the Cretan delegates to the 
Central Committee here in Athens say that 
the Christian convention will make the fol- 
lowing demands of the Porte: 

First of all, a Christian Governor; then, 
the financial independence of the island, 
with the payment of an annual tribute to 
the Porte; a local gendarmerie under Euro- 
pean officers; the Governor, and not the 
Sultan, to have the veto over acts passed by 
the General Assembly; bills to pass 
the General Assembly by plurality vote in- 
stead of a two-thirds vote—under the char- 
ter of Halepa every Christian had to vote 
for a bill in order to get it through; Turkish 
troops to occupy only the forts, and the 
number of men in garrison on the island 
at no time to exceed 4,000; amnesty to be 
granted to the Christians alone, and the 
Porte to pay an indemnity for the damage 
done by the Imperial troops; and, lastly, 
these articles to be all guaranteed by the 
powers: 7 

It must be admitted that these demands 
are rather steep, even for a Turkish Goy- 
ernment. to aceept. Evidently the Cretan 
insurgents have no idea of giving up the 
fight unless they obtain very favorable 
terms. The Sultan will no doubt adopt his 
usual method of. putting off his decision 
and of objecting to this and that item, in 
the ho that time and circumstances will 
enable him to meet the Cretans on their own 
grou .d. in the meantime the powers seem 
at least to have agreed on one point—that 
they ought to interfere to bring about peace 
ir Crete.

It has been the practice of the daily press 
of this city annually, about the time the 
various colleges hold their commencements, 
to call attention to the long list of gradu- 
ates, to exploit the utter hopelessness of 


the crowds of lawyers and doctors who are 
started out in professions already over- 
crowded, where the chances of success and 
pecuniary gain are infinitesimal and where 
there is scant‘encouragement, save to those 
of mighty attainments. 

And yet the presumption is that these 
youngsters get on in some way, even if they 
do not all by any means find themselves 
later in life instailed in luxurious metro- 
politan quarters, with rich clienteles and 
fat bank accounts. There are men to cure 
and disputes to settle in country and vil- 
lage, as. well as in the great cities, and so, 
somehow, the fittest survive, or, at least, 
make a show of lingering on. 

But the chronicles of the deluge of art 
students are yet to be written. The stories 
of their struggles, trials, and tribulations 
have not been fully exploited. These thou- 
sands of hopeful men and women who are 
attracted year after year to New-York, 
with its schools, its galleries and museums, 
and its facilities for an art course—these 
are really the unfortunates to whom kind- 
ly discouragement should be directed, for 
it is highly probable that they are sadly in 
need of advice and warning. 

In the first place, save to the few, the 
profession offers little return for time and 
study, not to say money expended. There 
is, perhaps, no other way of gaining a live- 
lihood, barring music, that is so precarious 
and full of almost certain poverty as art. 
It is no exaggeration to say that in New- 
York to-day there are hundreds of painters, 
men of fair average talents, who do not 
realize enough by the practice of their art 
to make a bare existence, and there are 
many more of exceptional ability whose in- 
comes do not rise beyond that of the aver- 
age bank clerk. 

These men teach—a drudgery at best— 
they can, make portrait 
copies, and do any and all sorts of odds 
and ends to make the pot boil; but from 
Oke week to another few of them can 
count on any stated sum, or feel a mo- 
ment’s independence financially. The same 
amount of ability and energy, applied to 
mercantile pursuits would result in com- 
parative affluence. ‘I'he situation is bad 
enough where genuine talent exists, for 
to the really gifted man there is always 
the possibility of a hit some day, or a 
rich patron, that rara avis that so seldom 
materializes; but what shall be said of the 
misguided person, the ambitious hut utterly 
uninspired student, who has no more call 
to an art career than if he were born 
blind? How shall the warning be sounded 
to those unfortunates who’ mistake an in- 
terest in. aesthetic things for a divine 
afflatus, and who vainly imagine that be- 
cause they have a “taste for drawing” 
they are Titians or Van Dycks in embryo? 

There are many things of course that at- 

tract young people to the career of the 
artist. Writers time out of mind haye 
misrepresented (and criminally'so) the de- 
lights of the painter’s career: Volumes 
have been printed telling of the joys, the 
abandon, and the charm of studio life. The 
majority of these, of course, have .no 
foundation, save in the distorted brains of 
the author, and’ are as far from the real 
thing as could well be imagined. In point 
of fact there is in all likelihood no occu- 
pation so exacting, none so full of dis- 
heartening discouragements, as that of the 
artist, about whom these novelists weave 
A web of romance’ and make a crown of 
glory. 
"An afternoon tea at a studio, where the 
reom is unconventional, the surroundings 
novel, and the arrangement attractive, 
must not be taken too seriously by the 
youthful visitor with artistic inspirations, 
There are long years preceding this of hard, 
grinding application at the antique, at 
life studies, and perspective; futile efforts 
in front of nature, wretched failures, lack 
of recognition, and, in most cases, abseace 
of financial appreciation, Trades people 
send their accounts to the artist with no 
less regularity than to the average citizen, 
while, if these are not paid, there is the 
Same persistent dunning. But, after all 
the preparatory drudgery has been gone 
through with, and a certain standing ob- 
tained, canvases are difficult to markt, 
commissions are few and far between, 
save always to the most gifted, while the 
problem of ways and means is ever pres- 
ent. 

Experience, however, keeps a dear school, 
and the majority refuse to learn in any 
other. If the student cannot be persuaded 
to take to more practical occupation, aespite 
warnings and examples all about, cf course 
nothing remains but to make the best of 
it, to see that proper tuition is given, and 
that the worker is started at least in the 
right direction. 

The five prominent art schools in New- 
York are the Art Students’ League, the 
classes at the National Academy of De- 
sign, the Metropolitan and Cooper Union, 
together with the Artist-Artisan Institute, 
where, in addition to a regular art course, 
studies in the applied arts may be followed. 
Undoubtedly the most prosperous of these 
is the league, which, with its fine quarters 
in-the building of the Fine Arts Society, its 
excellent corps of teachers, and its prestige, 
enjoys the greatest popularity. Indeed, so 
great was the pressure for admission last 
Winter. and so overcrowded the rooms, that 
many pupils were turned away. 

With instructors who have had a thor- 
ough training in the French ateliers, im- 
bibing the best of foreign methods, together 
with the enthusiasm of the scholars, the 
annual exhibitions of the various classes in 
the league compare favorably with those of 
the Paris schools, though now and then 
there are more brilliant students in the 
latter. Nevertheless the general average 
in the former is quite as high, if not high- 
er, than in the French capital. 

The Metropolitan schools, situated in excel- 
lent quarters in the Carnegie Studio Build- 
ing, are conducted on similar lines to those 
of the League, and though the latter gets 
the choice of the clever students, the first 
named embraces:in-its professors an equal- 
ly capable number of men, and turns out 
annually many able pupils. So, too, the 
classes at the National Academy of De- 
sign are*generally well patronized, although 
the school-is more conservative and the 
methods not quite so up-to-date, criticism 
applying equally to the Cooper Union. As 
to the Artist-Artisan Institute, there are 
many practical advantages to be had at 
its rooms, in West Twenty-third Street, 
where are taught various branches of dec- 
orative work, designing, and the more 
necessary crafts so much in demand. 

Artists who do not receive. private schol- 
ars are rare exceptions, and so the list of 
students swells to large proportion in- 
ereasing every year. Naturally New-York 
holds great attractions for the ambitious, 
but Chicago, St. Louis, Philadelphia,. Bos- 
ton, and many minor cities are all well 
equipped with schools, and each place turns 
out its quota of men and women to crowd 
the already overcrowded profession, till the 
wonder is what they are all to do. Some 
of course will make a moderate success at 
teaching, a few will develop into artists 
of National reputation, but the great ma- 
jority will struggle hopelessly with mig- 
fortune and have in the end a pathway 
strewn with but few flowers.

SERGT. KNIPE’S REPORT OF STORM, 





He Tells of a Rescue by His Superior, 
Commissioner Welles. 


William Knipe, Commanding Sergeant of 
the Twenty-sixth Precinct, in Canarsie, 
Brooklyn, prides himself on his: originality, 
and whenever anything happens that re- 
quires a message to be sent to Police Head- 
quarters he takes delight in sending in the 
most complete returns.

ANTI-CHINESE CANADIAN PETITION. 





Ten Thousand Citizens of British Co- 
lumbia Sign It. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., July 30.—A monster 
petition to the Federal Government, pray- 
ing for the further restrictions on Chinese 
immigration to Canada, is being circulated. 
There is little doubt that the petition will 
contain more than 10,000 names before it is 
sent to Ottawa. 

The petition recites that Chinese labor is 
driving out the white workingmen; that

Mongolian coolies,. and that 
Canada should adopt measures to keep 
them out. It urges that a tax of $500 
should be levied upon each Chinaman en- 
tering the Dominion, as a means of lessen- 
ing the number.

Food Fishes,. 
From The Wiimingtor (De!) Every Evening. 


CRISFIELD, Md., July 27.-James C. Tawes, 
Fish Commissioner for the Eastern Shore 
of Maryland, has been active since his 
appointment. He has been in the fish busi- 
ness in Crisfield for the last fifteen years, 
and during that period the firm with which 
he is connected has handled over 100 tons 
He says: 

“There is more in the Fish Commission 
of Maryland than many of the citizens of 
the State generally imagine. This arises 
from the fact that it is impossible for all 
to see the magnitude of the work carried 
on. If citizens could take a trip along 
Tangier Sound, the Wicomico River, the 
Nanticoke River, and the extensive body of 
water siretching a distance of sixty miles 
from the mouth of the Choptank to the 
head of Tuckahoe Creek, they would be 
amazed at the traps, fikes, and other instru- 
ments used to catch the different species 
of fish. Throughout this entire distance 
of hundreds of miles, trout, perch, shad, 
rockfish, sheepshead, bluefish, mackerel, 
pompanoes, herring, kingfish, sturgeon, por- 
gies, mullet, spots, tarpon, and“ drum- 
fish are caught in great numbers. Over 
this territory men under the direction of 
the Commissioner are. continually travel- 
ing in order to buy roe for the Maryland 
hatcheries. Certain classes of fish are 
more numerous now than ever before in 
these waters; and tne fishermen on the 
different rivers unanimously admit-that this 
increase is due to the artificial propaga- 
tion of fish. The number -of fishermen 
in this section is constantly increasing, 
while the supply of fish shows no diminu- 
tion. The appliances also for taking fish 
have been improved, and if it were not for 
che activity of the commission all the-eggs 
that »re now taken from the fish wou.d 
otherwise be shipped to the different mar- 
kets’ and destroyed.” 

Since Commissioner Tawes has been in 

charge, 6,475,000 shad have been hatched, 
to say nothing of the other fish. Mr. Sud- 
ler was Commissioner at the beginning of 
this season, and during that.time 7,U0U,00U 
shad and 69,000,000 perch were hatched. 
This makes 13,475,000 shad and 69,000,000 
perch that have been hatched thus far this 
year. 
x Mr. Tawes says’ ‘‘ Suppose that one-tenth 
of these young fish live, and we value the 
mature shad at 5 cents apiece and perch at 
1 cent. This would make the fish worth 
$136,375. It only costs $5,250 to maintain 
the hatcheries. A large proportion of the 
fish doubtless live. When the shad drops 
its roe in the water it has to lie a long 
time before it matures, giving other fish a 
chance to destroy it. When artificially 
hatched, the young fish are not put into 
the river until they are able to take care 
of themselves. 

“There are three hatcheries on the East- 
ern Shore—one on Tuckahoe Creek, a 
branch of the Choptank; one on the Wi- 
comico River, and one on the Nanticoke 
River. The shad go up these rivers to 
spawn, and are caught by thousands. A 
fisherman hauled his net in May in Tuck- 
ahoe Creek every fifty minutes. He caught 
a number of shad each time. Fish-hatching 
employes, furnished with porcelain pans, 
follow the fishermen, and as soon as the 
net is drawn the roe shad are carefully ex- 
amined. If found to be in the proper con- 
dition, the roe is taken to the hatchery. 
There the roe and melt are prepared and 
placed in hatching boxes. In a few days the 
young fish are ready to be taken out. . 

‘Nearly every visitor to the hatcheries 
expresses doubt in regard to the accuracy 
in counting fish eggs. They do not believe 
that such small objects can be accurately 
counted, and desire to see how it is done. 
Fish eggs can be counted as accurately, 
nearly, as silver dollars. The mature egg 
of a shad is as large as a 3 B shot. It is 
possible to tell the live eggs from the dead 
ones by the color, the dead ones being 
dark. <A perfect egg is clear, and the 
young shad can be plainly seen. They 
are counted by laying them on a ‘smooth 
surface, tin or glass, and measuring the 
surface which they cover. There are for- 
ty-nine to the square inch if full ripe. A 
shad, according to the report of the United 
States Fish Commissioner, will produce 
25,000 eggs. A 

‘*“Pompanoes, a Florida fish, are being 
taken along the Eastern Shore in “great 
numbers. Boston Bay mackerel, a fish un- 
known before in- our waters, is being 
caught. There seems to be an. extraor- 
dinary run of mackerel this Summer.’’ 





English Bank in Persia. 
From ‘The Nineteenth Century. 

All English enterprise in Persia at the 
present time centres round the Imperial 
Bank of Persia, established by royal charter 
in 1889, which was under the special pro- 
tection of the iate Shah and the Prime 
Minister, and which each year is increasing 
its popularity and its business. It came for- 
ward instantly and energetically as a true 
State institution on the assassination of 
Nasiruddin, making large advances to his 
successor to enable him to pay the troops 
and defray the expenses of his journey 
from Tabreez to Teheran. This was a serv- 
ice of the highest value and importance, 
and has at once raised its reputation at 
the capital. There is no reason to fear that 
the new Shah will forget this aid, given 
without hesitation at a critical juncture. 

The Imperial Bank is an outgrowth of 
the famous concession of Baron Julius de 
Reuter in 1872, which was too comprehen- 
sive and ambitious for realization, but in 
the bank concession of 1889 the Shah con- 


ferred very large and imnortant privileges, 
including the monopoly of note issue. and 
the control for a term of years of the more 
important mining rights in Persia. To this 
was subsequently added a concession of 
the right to construct a road from Teheran 
to Ahwaz, the northern limit of navigation, 
on the Karun River, which had lately been 
opened to free navigation. Since its founda- 
tion the bank has steadily progressed in 
public favor, notwithstanding many diffi- 
culties, owing to the ignorance of the Per- 
sians of the methods of European banking 
and their disinclination to pay their debts 
at the appointed date, a trait not altogether 
unknown in Europe. Its note issue, which 
was only 13,954 tomans on the 3ist of De- 
cember, 1890, has increased to ° 387,012 
tomans in 1895, and during the present year 
has increased in still larger proportion. 

It was stated in an article on the future 
of Persia, in The Pall Mall Gazette, that 
there was a possibility of the Imperial Bank 
being allowed to slip into Russian hands, 
but nothing could be more opposed to the 
facts of the position. Certain Russian capi- 
talists have been very active in opposition 
to the Imperial Bank, and started’ a rival 
institutions named La Sociéte de Prets de 
Perse, which was little more than a glori- 
fied pawn establishment. Unable_to do 
profitable business, the Russian Finance 
Minister bought up the shares, and the in- 
stitution is now under restrictions framed 
py the Petersburg Bank, which cripple it 
still further, and a large part of its avail- 
able capital is on deposit with the Imperial 
Bank of Persia, which has no anti-Russian 
feeling, and is only too glad to deal with 
any good customers. 





The Art of Recitation. 


From The Spectator. 

In. our own times, Fanny Kemble, who 
disliked acting, cultivated the reading of 
Shakespeare as an especial art. But she 
used her book, and read seated. We had 
not the advantage of hearing her ourselves, 
but tradition credits her with a great power 
of impressing. her hearers, and a wonder- 
ful variety of facial and vocal expression. 
She is reputed to have been particularly 
successful with her reading of Falstaff. 
To read well when seated is a rare but 
great accomplishment, which has served 
the term of more than one dramatist when 
reading his new play to his company; and 
Mary Anderson credits Tennyson and Lady 
Martin (Helen Faucit) with great power in 
this respect. “ He was not an elocution- 
ist,’ she says of the first, ‘‘and therein 
lay one of his great charms as a reader.” 

Thackeray used to read his lectures 
through standing, and his untrained sim- 
plicity had a rare charm of its own. Dick- 
ens recited always and vividly—too dra- 
matically at times, for he was a great actor 
by taste and training; while the Shake- 
speare readings (only given before friends, 
as far as we know,) of Thackeray’s friend, 
Mr. Brookfield, the well-known clergyman, 
are not likely to be forgotten by those who 
heard them. Shylock and Hamlet were 
his favorites, and though in his readings 
of the latter character he fell at times 
into staginess—a fault which, in dealing 
with the Prince of Denmark, it is almost 
impossibly difficult always to avoid—he 
had a power of bringing out some of the 
lesser characters Pvc ch perpen have been 
immensely suggestive to actors. O- 
nius was a delightful reality; and the deli- 
cate discrimination with which he brought

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TEST OF AIR MOTOR CARS, 





Run over the One Hundred and Twens 
ty-fifth Street Cable Tracks. 


The Third Avenue Railroad Company 
gave an exhibition last night of the opera. 
tion of the new compressed-air motor cars 
which it proposes to use first on the One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street service, 
from river to river. 

Three of these cars, built by the Amerie 
can Air Power Company, were recently rev 
ceived from the works in Rome, N. ¥. 
They resemble in general appearance and 
interior fittings the cable cars, and are of 
the same size, though perhaps they seem a 
trifle higher and narrower. 

The under gear is hidden from view by 4 
slatwork on the sides and metallic hoods 
under the platforms, reaching nearly to the 
tracks, while the fenders, similar to those 
on the cable cars, are placed forward of 
the dashboards. © 

The cars are. lighted by gas, the samé 
system being used as on the Broadway and 
Third Avenue cable systems.

The motorman’s controlling apparatus 
bears to the layman’s eye much the appear- 
ance of that on a trolley car. There is @ 
lever by which the throttle is worked, an 
another which, turned at different degrees 
of a circle, opens an air brake and sets the 
car in motion; turned further, increases thé 
speed, and turned back has the opposite 
effect.. Another lever is used only to reverse 
the gear, to make the car go backward. 

There is also an attachment by which the 
air is locked off when the car is idle. 

Ordinary manipulation of the car, how 
ever, involves the use of only one lever, 
braking the wheels and stopping the machin, 
ery at the same time. The bell is worked 
by the foot, as on the cable cars, and an- 
other foot pedal drops sand on to the tracks 
when required for sueuen stopping or cover- 
ing grades or slippery tracks. : 

Two cars were rad over the One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street cross-town track, 
carrying a party of newspaper men, rail- 
road officials, manufacturers, and others. 
The cars ran with the utmost smoothness, 
stopping and starting with almost entin 
freedom from the jerking common to thé 
old cars Going at the rate of twelve miles 
an hour, the cars can be stopped in their 
own lengths. 

The cars were built to go at only fifteen 
miley an hour, and, though only eleven 
miles will be used in seryice, one of them, 
when tested at Rome, was run at the rate 
ef thirty miles an hour. The capacity of 
the air flasks is for fifteen miles, and they 
can be replenished at the power house in 
thirty seconds, 

It is the intention of ithe Third Avenue 
Company,’if the cars prove entirely satis- 
factory, to install them for use on the For: 
ty-second Street, Manhattanville and St, 
Nicholas Avenue Line, when that line is 
extended to Yonkers, in accordance with its 
present plans. 

A preliminary test run over the One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street line had been 
made at 1:30 o’clock yesterday morning, 
when only officials of the railroad -ompany 
and. of the American Air Power Company, 
with August Belmont. and a few others, 
were present.. Robert Hardie, the inventor, 
‘operated the’ car. The cars will be run for 
passengers on Saturday.

‘ plosion, Were Burned 


Five men were terribly, and perhaps fa- 
tally, burned by an explesion just before 
1 o'clock P, M. yesterday in an oil still at 
the Eagle Oil Works, near the National 


Docks Storage Company’s docks, at Craven 
Point, Jersey City. 

It is thought the gas that caused the ex- 
Plosion was generated from the small quan- 
tity of oil that had been left in the still by 
the excessive heat that prevailed yesterday. 

The men who were injured were not reg- 
ular employes of the oil] works company, 
but were men who had been especially en- 
gaged to repair the still.

All the wounded were taken to St. Fran- 
cis’s Hospital. They were burned from 
head to foot. Goldsmith, Ryan, and Mc- 
Hugh were the most severely burned. 
Goldsmith was burned the worst cf all. 
The doctors consider their recovery im- 
Probable. ’ 

The men had been repairing Still No. 11. 
This still was emptied of oi] Wednesday 
evening. Their work was finished, and 
Goldsmith, the foreman, went into the 
etili to inspect it. The four others stood 
On ihe outside. Within a minute after 
Goldsmith entered the still its brick walls 
blew. out, followed by a sheet of flame 
and a terrific report. 

Goldsmith was hurled through a hole in 
the wall. The other four were thrown to 
the ground. The woodwork of the still 
caught fire, and there was much excite- 
ment in the works for a few minutes. 

Goldsmith and Cunningham were picked 
up unconscious, and were thought to 
dead. The other three were suffering ter- 
ribly. Their clothing hung upon them by 
threads. They were carried to a place of 
safety, the fire alarm was pulled from 
~~ Spi and Police Headquarters was no- 

ed. 

Chief Murphy sent ambulances from the 
City, St. Francis’s, and Christ Hospitals. 

- ag flames were put out in a few min- 
utes. 

When the police and firemen arrived at 
tthe gate in the wall surrounding the works 
the watchman refused to let them im until 
threatened with arrest. 

Preparations were made at the City Hos- 
pital to receive the injured, but they ex- 
pressed a preference for St. Francis’s Hos- 
ital, and were taken there.

It was necessary to bandage all but Mc- 
Hugh nearly from head to foot. Their faces 
had to be completely covered, excepting 
enough space to breathe.

He inhaled 
the flames, and suffered terribly. After the 
others had been made comfortable he still 
suffered. 

All the men are married. . Their wives 
followed them to the hospital, and the sis- 
ters- had trouble in quieting them. 

Their condition was so critical that prayers 
for the dying were said for Goldsmith, Mc- 
Hugh, and Ryan soon after their arrival at 
the hospital. 

Dr. McGill said that Goldsmith showed a 
‘ereat deal of courage, but the doctor feared 
that neither medicine nor courage would 
avail to save his life. 

The explosion is said to have been caused 
by the generation of gag from the rem- 
mants of oi] in the still by the heat. It 
was denied that Goldsmith carried a lamp 
when he went into the still. The only as- 
signed cause for the explosion of the gas 
Was the heat in the atmosphere.

This is the third serious explosion that 
has occurred at this refinery within a 
month. The first caused a fire that burned 
$50,000 worth of property. The second 
caused the loss of one life and the de- 
struction of $20,000 worth of property. 

In neither of these cases could the cause 
of the explosion be learned.

Sailors with the “Bad Sickness of 
Ceylon” in Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., July 30.—Six of the 
crew of the Norwegian bark Canopus, Capt. 
Simonsen, which arrived yesterday from 
Mauritius, East Indies, with sugar, were re- 
moved from the vessel at Reedy Island 
Quarantine, Delaware River, and placed in 
the hospital, all of them suffering from 
beri-beri. The patients are A. Kjeldsen, 
gecond mate; the steward, and four sail- 
ors. 

Beri-beri is a disease of the East Indies, 
little known in the medical works of Eu- 
rope and America. It:has occurred in Bra- 


zil in late years, Beri is a word of the 
Singhalese language, meaning weakness; 
beri-beri, great weakness, or the “ bad sick- 
ness of Ceylon.”’ 

It consists in debility and tremors of the 
limbs, sometimes of the whole body, the 
patient walking doubled and imitating the 
movements of a sheep. Hence the disease 
is called the sheep sickness in India, the 
word beri meaning a sheep in Hindustanee. 
There is great feebleness of the reparatory 
powers. The disease is almost incurable— 
gwometimes speedily fatal.

WAR ON THE RAINES HOTELS. 


Miss Belle 





Building Department to Move Against 
Many of the Places, 


There is tribulation ahead for many of 
the Raines hotels which have sprung up 
like mushrooms all over the city since the 
present liquor tax law went into effect. 

The Superintendent of Buildings has at 
last been induced to move against such of 
these so-called hotels as do not comply 
with the requirements of the building law 
in the matter of fire escapes, fire-proof stair- 
ways, and other provisions which are de- 
manded by the law for the safety of the 
guests, 

Many of the hotels have been examined, 
and it is now announced by Superintendent 
Constable that the attorney of his depart- 
ment is preparing to take action against 
100 of the establishments. 

The action of the Building Department 
has not been secured without considerable 
effort, and to the City Vigilance League is 
due in great measure the credit for inducing 
the ro eae mr to taxe up the matter. 

Chief of Police Conlin called on Superin- 
tendent Constable weeks ago for help, 
because the Corporation Counsel had in 
an opinion given to the police said that, 
while these ‘“‘fake’’ hotels might evade 
the intended restrictions of the Raines law, 
they would still be amenable to the build- 
ing laws governing hotels, and a strict en- 
forcement of these laws might tend to re- 
strict their number. 

Superintendent Constable said that he 
would attend to the matter in time, but, 
owing to the large volume of business in 
his office and his small force, it would take 


time. 

The City Vigilance League, of which the 
Rev. Dr. Parkhurst is President, then 
moved in the matter. Many complaints 
had come to the league that in many cases 
the rooms in these hotels, which were main- 
tained as a blind for the sale of liquor dur- 
ing the forbidden hours, were used for im- 
proper purposes. Liquor was supplied to 
all comers, with scarcely any pretense of 
furnishing meals, and gross violations of 
the law were of nightly occurrence. 

Chief Conlin was asked to stop these vio- 
lations of the law. He said the police 
were doing all in their power, but under the 
interpretation of the statute by the Citv 
Magistrates, they could not interfere with 
the hotels. 

Augusus W. Abbott, the Secretary of the 
City Vigilance League, then called on 
Superintendent Constable and asked him to 
enforce the law against the mushroom ho- 
tels. He presented a petition to this effect 
to Constable, and Mr. Constable pleaded 
the excuse that with his small force of men 
he could do but little to carry out the law. 
He, however, said that the matter would re- 
ceive proper attention. Mr. Abbott argued 
that if the requirements of the law were 
strictly enforced the proprietors who sim- 
ply maintained a ten-room saloon to evade 
the law would be put to such additional 
expense as to make the business unprofita- 
ble, and the number of such places would 
be materially reduced. 

Superintendent Constable, in a letter to 
the City Vigilance League, under date of 
July 25, informed the league that the ques- 
tion of the Raines hotels had received the 
most careful attention of his. department, 
and that action was being taken by the at- 
torney of the department against over 100 
places. If the action is prosecuted with 
war it is possible that many of the hotels 
will go out of business. 





Steam Carriages in 1838. 


; From The Town, 

Sir James Anderson, who resides at But- 
tevant Castle, has devoted the whole of his 
life to scientific pursuits; his extraordinary 
talents have been mainly directed to the 


construction of a steam drag or carriage 
for common roads. Sir James has expend- 
ed no less a sum than £30,000 in his experi- 
ments, and so extraordinary has been his 
perseverance that he spent a fortune in 
building twenty-nine unsuccessful carriages 
to succeed in the thirtieth. Hear this, ye 
who boast of sacrifices and perseverance! 
The “drag” or steam engine is not like 
those hitherto attempted; it is a machine 
to do the work now done by horses. 

The vehicle, by which the passengers are 
conveyed, is to be attached to it, and thus 
in the remote cases of accident no ae 
can arise to the passengers. The drag 
ean be at once detached, and the carriage 
forwarded by horses. No noise is heard, 
no smoke, no unpleasant odor perceived, 
and the gallant, panting steed can gallop 
to his journey’s end, untired and untir- 
ing. How admirable is this arrangement! 
Let us look a little forward and we shall 
see Bishop Berkeley’s prophecy realized. 
“Sir,” said he, ‘“‘mark me; ere long we 
shall see a pan of coals brought to use in 
place of a feed of oats.” And who can 
doubt it will be so? It appears the cost 
of fuel for a “‘rag” to convey thirty 
passengers and luggage will not be above 
fourpence od mile, and that the average 
speed will about fifteen miles per hour.

B. Locke of Buffalo, assuring the commit- 
tee of their hearty co-operation, and ex- 
pressing their regret that they could not 
attend the meeting. 

George Foster Peabody was added to the 
committee as alternate, in place of S. Perry 
Sturges, and Thomas M. Osborne of Au- 
burn was substituted as alternate in place 
of John B. Kernan. 

The committee was in conference from 4 
o'clock until 6, and discussed. fully the 
plans of campaign, the course to be pur- 
sued at the Indianapoiis conference, and 
the prospects of sound-money Democracy in 
this State. It was decided that it would 
be advisable to elect a National Committee- 
man and an alternate to go to the Indian- 
apolis conference as the spokesmen of the 
sound-money Democrats. of New-York 
State. For this purpose, Charles sree 
was elected National Committeeman, wit 
George Foster Peabody as alternate. 

After the selection of these delegates, a 
motion was passed requesting and urging 
that Mr. Tracey and Mr. Peabody, as well 
as all the members of the conference com- 
mittee, attend the conference of sound- 
money Democrats at Indianapolis, Aug. 7. 
It is believed that nearly all of the mem- 
bers and alternates will attend the con- 
ference. Mr. Tracey and Mr. Peabody will 
go without instructions of any kind. Their 
action in all matters will be left entirely 
to their discretion and judgment, 

The members of the committee present ex- 
changed views as to the development of 
sound-money sentiment throughout the 
State. They all reported that there was the 
greatest encouragement in the result so far. 
The sentiment is growing and spreading. 
Some of them reported that they had re- 
ceived information as to a great strengthen- 
ing of sound-money sentiment among Demo- 
ecrats in other States. The members are 
much encouraged by the outlook. 

One of those present said that, no matter 
if the action of the State Democratic Con- 
vention is the indorsement of Bryan and 
Sewall, the soune et. men will fight un- 
der the sign of the “‘ship,’’ and will rally 
the strength of the sound-money element 
of the party and be in position to form the 
nucleus of a reorganization of the party on 
a sound financial policy. 

As told in Tua N&w-YorxkK TIMEs on Sun- 
day, the sound-money Democrats who are 
behind this movement expect at least to 
have a beneficial effect upon Congressional 
and State elections, and to retain an organi- 
zation within the party lines that will stand 
for sound money and the National credit. 
On the organization so established and 
maintained it is believed that the party 
forces will fall back and reform for battle 
after the present campaign. 





The £2,000 Stradivarius. 


From Chambers’s Journal. 

So far the ‘“‘record” price for a Stradi- 
varius is the high figure, £2,000. That fabu- 
lous sum was obtained for an instrument 
which is even now almost as fresh as when 
it left the hands of its maker, exactly 180 


years ago. It has had a wonderful, even 
a romantic, history, this priceless treas- 
ure. Stradivarius thought so much of it 
himself that not only did he refuse to sell 
it, but he would allow no stranger to touch 
it, and when he died in 1737, at the ripe 
old age of ninety-three, he made a special 
bequest of it to his sons. In 1760 the latter 
parted with it to the Count de Salabue, 
who never played it, but kept it spotless, 
— some rare jewel, till his death, about 
18 


The Count’s heirs sold it to a certain 
Luigi Tarisio, an eccentric collector, who 
beg omy life as a carpenter, was foun 
to have left a fortune of £12,000 when his 
body was one day Cumeyeres among a con- 
fused heap of some Cremonas which 
he had gathered together in the course of 
@ thirty years’ search. . 
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PRACTICAL 1ALKS ABOUT SILVER 


‘Analyain of the Silver Movement. 


I come across a man once in a while who 
is affected more or less by the plea that 
‘there could not be so much support for the 
free-silver idea if there was not something 
in it. It seems incredible to such men that 
there could be a great t of voters 
and public men in furtherance of a@ policy 
the acceptance of which by this country 
would cause Nationa! disaster, ruin to thou- 
sands of persons, and paralysis to trade and 
industry. 

We'l, it is a wonderful movement when 
we come to think about it. The men who 
started it must be aghast sometimes as 
they consider its present magnitude. De 
you remember the great sign we used to 
see on the fences, the barns, the ends of 
tenement houses, the sides of our mount- 
ains: “ S.—T.—1860—X_ "' ? This sign was a 
mystery at first, but we all came ultimatel) 
to read it, ‘‘ Started this in 1830 with $19,” 
and to understand from it that a pateni 
medicine man, beginning with practicail) 
nothing, had enlarged his business to so 
great an extent that one couldn’t get away 
from it, even in the uttermost parts of our 
American wildernesses. We understood 
from this sign, too, that the patent medicine 
man was in a constant condition of won- 
derment at the magnitude of his success. 
He didn’t start with the expectation oi 
reaching the celebrity and wealth which he 
obtained. 

There is a striking parailel between the 
“S.—T.—1860—X "" man and the American 
silver miners, who were the originators of 
the silver movement, have been its man- 
agers, and to-day are the ones who wii! 
profit by it if it shall take possession of the 
country. They started their movement with 
a howl and a “ kick.”” None of them eve: 
dreamed of a situation iike the present. 
None of them expected the time would come 
when it wouid require ail the resources 01 
one great party and the assistance of a 
pretty good part of the other great party 
to make a proper fight against the body oi 
voters who wouid have rallied to the sup- 
port of the free-coinage idea. None of them 
ever expected to be so near capturing the 
Government of the United States as they 
are to-day. 

How have they done it? A good deal the 
Same way the patent medicine man secured 
his triumph. ‘They organized; they adver- 
tised; they employed the must skillful or 
agents; they took advantage of an imag- 
inary fiuancial disease. Does it not strike 
you the parallel is almost perfect? 

None of the patent medicine man’s friends 
expected he would become rich and famous 
starting with but $1v, he could call his own. 
His career demonstrated ti.a., going to work 
the right way, impossinilities aie easy of ac- 
complishment. hoose the right means and 
you will triumph, provided you do not run 
up against somebody who is just as clever 
and determined as yourself. 

Our silver miners practically have hed 
things their own way. They have done the 
campaigning, while the sound-money men 
have sneered at their efforts, and in stupid 
confidence that the American people never 
could go wrong on the financial auestion, 
have done nothing in the way of opposing 
the free-silver propaganda. First the sili- 
ver miners attacked the West. They sowed 
the seed of the silver heresy in fertile soil, 
in the brains of men who take kindly to the 
fiat idea, because they reason that th. 
cheaper the money the larger the prices for 
hogs, cattle, corn, wheat, and oats. 

I iived in the West at the time of the 
last great silver fight, and speak from ex- 
perience when I say the farmers out there 
want free coinage because they think it 
would make dollars easier to get. We who 
live in the East should take in this fact. 
The Western silver men want cheap money. 
Mr. Bryan and all the other men who 
have been drawing salaries from the silver 
miners for preaching free coinage have 
been telling the Western men that if free 
coinage shall be established everything a 
farmer raises will command a larger price 
than it brings to-day. Turn that about, you 
men of the East, who are paid by the day 
and week. If the farmer would get, through 
free coinage, twice as much for wheat as 
he gets now, wouldn’t you be compelled to 
pay twice as much for your flour as you 
pay now, and so on through the list of 
things the farmer raises? If the man who 
sells doubles his price, the man who buys 
pays the doubled price as a matter of 
course. 

I don’t propose here to enter into an 
argument to show that the Western farmer 
and the Southern farmer who also has been 
“‘worked’’ by the mine owners’ hired 
agents would make fools of themselves if 
they should vote for free coinage, though 
I know they would lose in various ways a 
good deal more than they would gain. My 
talk just now is with men who work for 
wages. I want to impress on their minds 
that the whole strength of the silver move- 
ment among the Western and Southern 
farmers is due to their desire to get cheap 
money, which they have been assured 
would double the’ prices at which they 
would sell their products, 

They have got this idea from Mr. Bryan 
and others of his kind who have acted as 
the agents of the silver-mine owners, and 
have preached cheap money at ‘so much 
a preach.”’ If the sound-money men of the 
country had hired silver-tongued orators 
to go out through the West and South and 
talk against the men on the other side 
they might not have prevented the growth 
of a free-coinage sentiment, but they would 
have kept 1t from assursing dangerous pro- 
portions. But they hs: done nothing. 
Steadily, persistently, day after day, month 
after month, year after year, this silver 
propaganda has continued. Organization, 
advertising, first-class agents have been 
their instruments, and to-day the movement 
that started only a few years ago with a 
howl has become so great that all the coun- 
try is afraid of it. 

Back of it all sit the mine owners, just 
as our “ 8.—T.—1860—X "’ man sat back of 
his great business. They have been its bene- 
fictaries to a large extent, and nobody else 
has got anything out of it but distress and 
misery. It has driven the country to the 
verge of bankruptcy; it has closed mills 
and workshops; it has paralyzed industries; 
it has filled the country with idle men. 
The question at issue now is whether we 
shall do something more for the silver min- 
ers. A good many of the Western and 
Southern farmers will vote yes on this prop- 
osition because they want bigger prices for 
what they produce. Suppose we grant they 
are wise in voting that way, what shall we 
say about the wage earners? Do wage 
earners want dollars that will buy less than 
the dollars of to-day? I think not. When 
Mr. Bryan comes here to talk free silver 
T trust somebody will ask him why an in- 
dustrious, thrifty workingman should vote 
for the dollars this same Bryan has_ been 
recommending in “ bade and South be- 
cause of their small purchasing power.

Mr, Hinrichs Says the Silver People 
Are Groping in the Dark. 


Ex-Registrar of Arrears Frederic W. Hin- 
richs last evening delivered an address on 
“The Issues of the Campaign’”’ before the 
Sixth Ward Democratic Reform Club, at 
the clubrooms, 506 Henry Street, Brooklyn. 
President James W. Cody of the club in- 
troduced Mr. Hinrichs, who said: 

“*I consider this a hopeful campaign, be- 
cause the citizens are doing more thinking 
than they have done in a quarter of a 
century. latforms this year mean some- 
thing.

men are thinking. 

‘“* Wherever you find a debased currency, 
you will find that prices. advance at a 
greater rate than wages. There are dif- 
terences of opinion as to what 16 to 1 
means. There was a time when sixteen 
ounces of silver were equal to one ounce 
of gold, but now for one ounce of gold 
you may get thirty-two ounces of silver. 
The silver in gold to-day is worth 68 cents, 
but silver in a dollar is worth only 53 
cents in gold. It is easy on wild theories 
to build up conclusions. 

“Tf a silver standard were to be estab- 
lished, gold would disappear from circula- 
tion, prices would go up, and wages would 
go down. Our silver friends refuse to look 
the facts in the face. The workingman 
is better off to-day than ever before in 
the history of the world, although there 
are many out of employment, but the pro- 
portion of such is steadily decreasing.” 

A rising vote of thanks to Mr. Hinrichs 
was adopted by the club.

THEY DEMAND RECOGNITION. 


Colored Republicans Say They Have 
Been Treated Badly. 


A mass meeting of colored Republicans 
was held last evening at Union Investment 
Hall, 114 West Fifty-third Street, to out- 
line a plan to hold the negro vote solidly 
for such candidates as will administer the 
public trust committed to them, without 
discrimination of race or color. The call 
for the meeting set forth that the colored 
men had not received proper recognition 
in the matter of State and city appoint- 
ments. 

“‘In the government of the City of New- 
York. this treatment has been especially 
marked and manifest,’’ says the circular. 
“In the recent appointment of Magis- 
trates, not only was the race left without 
recognition, but the appointing power would 
not consent to consider the names of com- 
petent and representative negro lawyers 
presented by a committee of respectable 
citizens. In the appointment of School 
Commissioners and School Inspectors, we 
venture to say that all nationalities are 
represented—Jews, Elamites, Parthians, 
Cretes, and Greeks—but not a man of Af- 
rican descent is to be found in the compo- 


sition of that board in this city, although 
we have not only a school population of 
eolored children, but schools distinctively 
colored. 

“The Mayor has given no consideration 
to our race, and when approached on the 
subject denied that he had discriminated 
against them, but, on the contrary, had 
treated them with consideration, as tar as 
he was concerned. In support of the state- 
ment he referred to the appointment made 
by him of a colored man to the office 
of an assistant messengership in his de- 
partment.” 

The ‘Rev. Ernest Lyons, who called the 
meeting to order, said the time had come 
to lay aside all petty jealousies and per- 
sonal feelings for the purpose of demand- 
ing justice for the race. ‘* Some considera- 
tion should be given to the men who roll 
up their sleeves and do the work,’ he 
said. ‘The time has come when black 
men should stop fighting and cutting each 
Others’ throats, and join in one organiza- 
tion.”’ 

Charles F. Butler, Chairman of the Col- 
ored Republican County Committee, was 
chosen Chairman of the meeting. He ap- 
pealed for union, and saia that nothing

The bottle containing the poison was an 

rdinary soda water bottle with a poison 
abel on it, showing that the acid had been 
purchased from N. Leslie Little’s drug store; 

The bottle had been 
half full, but was only about a quarter full 
after Mrs. Murphy had attempted to poison 
herself. Mrs. Murphy admitted to the police 
that she had taken the poison with suicidal 
intent, but refused to give any reason. She 
would not say whether she had lately been 
living with her husband or not. 





ZUBOF WAS A REJECTED SUITOR. 


Miss Peddie, Who Had Refused Him, 
Was on the New-York, 


PHILADELPHIA, July 30.—‘‘ Count” Roman 
Zubof, who committed suicide in New- 
York yesterday, was well known in this 
city. During the last month he was here 
at the Hotel Walton and as a guest of G. 
Stewart Harris and G, F. T. Harris of the 
American Lithographic Company. 

The Harrises and the ‘‘Count”’ became 
acquainted at the Waldorf, in New-York, 


last Winter, and as a result the ‘‘Count” 
was invited to make a visit to the Har- 
rises, 

Zubof while here met Miss Evelyn H. 
Peddie, a cousin of the younger Mrs. Har- 
ris. Miss Peddie is a society girl and a 
beauty of a pronounced brunette type. 
Zubof, it is said, proposed marriage and 
was rejected. It was his intention, how- 
ever, to sail on the steamship New-York 
with the Harris party, who were on board 
when Zubof was arrested. Miss Peddie was 
in the party. 

It is supposed that unrequited love, cou- 
pled with the disgrace of his arrest, led 
to the suicide.

JUANITA GOULD FELL INTO A WELL, 


Eugene De Vertu, Her Boy Friend, 


Rescued Her. 


MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., July 30.—Eugene 
De Vertu, twelve years old, whose parents 
live on Chester Hill, rescued his playmate, 
Juanita Gould, from a well into which she 
had fallen yesterday afternoon. Juanita is 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. W. Gould, 
whose home is at Summit and Prospect 
Avenues. Eugene and Juanita, with other 
children, were playing tag near the Gould 
home, when Juanita suddenly disappeared. 

Eugene ran swiftly to the place where 
the girl went down, and, finding the well, 
lay flat and peered into its dark depths. 
He could see after a moment Juanita cling- 
ing to a stone to keep from sinking in the 
water, which was many feet deep. 

He told her to hang on a moment, and 
looked about for means of rescuing the

FOUNDER BRADLEY ACQUITTED. 


Had Dead Sturgeon Contrary to Law, 
but Get a Non-Sait. 


ASBURY PaRK, N. J., July 30.—State Sen- 
ator James A. Bradley was arraigned before 
Justice of the Peace David H. Wyckoff to- 
day charged with violating the fish and 
game laws of the State in having in his pos- 
session sturgeon during the ‘“close”’ sea- 
son. 

The complaint was made by Deputy Fish 
Warden James F. Edge, who objected to 
the Senator exhibiting sturgeon in his aqua- 
rium on the beach. Senator Bradley acted

Ancient Propeller Tillie Wrecked on 


Fisher's Island. 


Nrw-Lonpon, Conn., July 30.—The propei- 
ler Tillie, owned by the Central Vermont 
Railroad Company, under charter to the 
New-York and Eastern Steamship Company, 
New-York, went ashore on the south side 
of Fisher’s Island during a dense fog last 
night, and lies on a rocky bottom with a 
hole stove in her. It is doubtful whether 
she will get off. 

She was chartered a week ago to run be- 
tween Eastport, Me., ami New-York, and 
left here Sunday on her first trip, with 
herring for cargo. She is understood to be 
commanded by Capt. Brewster, who was 
in charge of the steamer Pantagoet when 
that vessel ran ashore a few weeks aga. 
The Tillie is an old vessel, having been 


built in New-Haven in 1862, She is of 417 
tons displacement, 147 feet long, and 26 
feet beam. 

The tug Albert went to her assistance this 
morning, but could not get near to her. 
She is full of water, so no fires can be 
kept in her. She lies close to the wreck 
of the steamer Plinder. The Albert 
returned at 10 o’clock, secured twenty- 
five men, and returned io lighter the cargo. 

The Tillie was the first boat of the Mai- 
lory Line, running from New-York to Gal- 
veston, and was very successful there. She 
drew too much water to get over the bar at 
Galveston and was sold to the Central 
Vermont Line.

The point as to which most of those who 
are taken by the notion of free silver are 
most confused is the effect upon prices. 
They think that with free coinage at 16 
to 1 there will be a great deal coined, that 
this will be added to the currency now in 
existence, that prices will be greatly ad- 
vanced, and that the “ producers” par- 
ticularly will gain thereby. But they do 
not really see what would be the course 
of things during the time that the added 
silver was being coined. 

The actual amount of gold coin and cer- 
tificates in circulation in the United States 
at any time during the last three years is 
substantially equal to the amount of sil- 
ver coin and certificates, the former being 
somewhat larger most of the time than 
the latter. In other words, the gold money 
and the silver money of the country are 
about the same. The silver money has 
been kept at par with the gold money 
partly by the fact that, though the amount 
is very large, it is limited. Since 1893 
there has been no increase of it, and un- 
der the law could not be. The fact that 
silver dollars and silver certificates have 
at all times been received at par by the 
Government for taxes amd other dues has 
also aided in this result. Then all obli- 
gations of the Government have been 
paid in gold whenever the holder has 
wished gold. In this way the silver in 
circulation, about $500,000,000, has been 
kept at par with the same amount in 
gold. 

But if the Chicago platform is to be fol- 
lowed, if limitless silver coinage is to be 
begun, and if the obligations of the Gov- 
ernment, including United States notes, 
are no longer to be met in gold, it will be 
impossible to keep all the currency at 
par. ‘There will be a considerable inter- 
val between the election of the Chicago 
candidate, if that can take place, and 
even the beginning of silver coinage. He 
must have a free-silver Congress to back 
him, and, even with that, from six months 
to a year must pass before a law can be 
passed. When it is passed, the mints are 
eapable of coining only a limited amount 
—about $60,000,000 a year—so that the 
actual process of inflating the currency 
by means of free coinage would be a very 
slow one. Probably at least three years 
would go by before any addition to the 
currency could be made that would seri- 
ously affect prices. In the meantime there 
would come about the severest contrac- 
tion, inevitably accompanied by the most 
general and cruel depression that the 
country has ever suffered. 

The election would be a declaration that 
the gold standard would not be main- 
tained. That would mean that we were 
going to pay our debts as far as possible 
in silver. All creditors would immediate- 
ly set about trying to collect debts. The 
foreign creditors—that is, those who hold 
our securities, whether bonds or stocks— 
would send them back to us, and for 
these gold would have to be paid. That 
would of itself withdraw a good deal of 
currency from the country. Domestic 
creditors would be anxious to get their 
money and to get it in a form that would 
keep its value. They would try to turn 
it into gold and much of it for hoarding. 
With the certainty that our money was 
to be debased, men who had made loans 
on mortgages, running as most of them 
do from year to year by renewals, would 
collect them as fast as possible. Every 
one knows what the effect on business 
and prices is when all are eager to collect 
and no one wants to lend. That is what 
would happen if it were possible for the 
Chicago Populists to carry the next elec- 
tion. f 

If we were to adopt the free coinage of 
silver and stick to it for a long time, 
there would ultimately be inflation, with 
the artificial and passing prosperity that 
goes with inflation. But the first effect 
of a declaration by the”country in favor 
of that paliay would be contraction and 
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and all representations to the contrary 
are, for these classes especially, cruel 
cheats, 


THE NEUTRALITY LAWS. 

The President is resolved that all. the 
duties devolved upon our Government by 
the law of nations and upon our citizens 
by the neutrality laws of the United 
States shall be performed fully and faith- 
fully. The proclamation issued from the 
State Department yesterday bears date 
the previous Tuesday. It recites the ac- 
tion of the court of last resort upon the 








eases arising under the neutrality laws 
in connection with ‘‘ armed resistance to 
the established Government of Spain pre- 
vailing in the Island of Cuba” and the 
interpretation placed upon the neutrality 
laws. Under this interpretation and the 
proclamation the following offenses are 
defined: 

1. Any combination of persons organ- 
ized in the United States for the purpose 
of proceeding to and making war upon a 
foreign country with which the United 
States are at peace, and provided with 
arms to be used for such purpose, consti- 
tutes ‘“‘a military expedition or enter- 
prise.”’ 

2. Furnishing or aiding in transporta- 
tion for such “ military expedition or en- 
terprise,’’ which is declared to be provid- 
ing or preparing the means therefor. 

3. The act of one of two or more who 
have conspired to commit any offense 
against the United States renders all the 
conspirators liable to fine and imprison- 
ment. | 

The proclamation warns all citizens 
against violation of the laws thus inter- 
preted and gives ‘‘ notice that all such 
violations will be vigorously prosecuted,” 








WHEAT CROPS AND PRICES. 
We have recently shown by reference to 
official reports how the prices of corn, 
oats, hops, barley, potatoes, and apples 
in this country have been depressed in 
obedience to the law of supply and de- 
mand, owing to the production of enor- 
mous crops. The increase of the crops of 
certain cereals since 1873 is indicated by 
the following estimates, in bushels, of the 
Department of Agriculture:

With respect to wheat we shall point 
out briefly now some of the leading causes 
of the decline in price. The increase in 
the domestic crop cannot be shown fully 
by a comparison between the yield of 
1873 and that of 1895 or by tables setting 
forth the crops at intervals of five years 
since 1870, because the most notable ex- 
pansion took place between 1890 and 1895 
and—this is admitted by substantially all 
the best authorities—was not completely 
measured by the reports of the Govern- 
ment. 

During the eight years from 1869 to 
1876, both included, the wheat crop of the 
United States exceeded 300,000,000 bush- 
els only once, (in 1874,) and the annual 
average for those years was only 268,- 
575,000 bushels. 

For the four years immediately follow- 
ing 1876 the average was 432,905,000. In 
1882 a crop of more than 500,000,000 
bushels was harvested for the first time. 

Coming down to 1889, we are at the be- 
ginning of the period of greatest output. 
In the following table we have enlarged 
the estimates of the Government by the 
additions which are suggested by the Sta- 
tistical Annual of The Cincinnati Price 
Current. These additions are based upon 
reports of the distribution of the several 
crops:

The enormous crop of 1891 was accom- 
panied by large crops of other cereals, 
but there was an exceptional demand for 
wheat abroad, owing to the partial fail- 
ure of the crop in Europe. Consequently 
the exports in the fiscal year immediately 
following the harvest rose to more than 
255,000,000 bushels, (wheat, and flour in 
terms of wheat,) the average for three 
years preceding having been about 100,- 
000,000. The value of our exports of 
breadstuffs in that phenomenal year was 
almost $300,000,000. 

Still, a large quantity was carried over, 
and another very large crop in the fol- 
lowing year served to depress the price. 
Moreover, it could not reasonably be ex- 
pected that the European crop would con- 
tinue to be small. Other “surplus” 
wheat countries, stimulated by the very 
profitable experience of the United States, 
enlarged their outputs. Here are sug- 
gestive figures showing the growth in 
Russia and Argentina:

We have continued to grow large crops, 
but as the price is determined in the Eu- 
ropean market to which our large sur- 
plus is exported, and other “surplus”’ 
countries have been striving with great 
energy to obtain a good share of the 
trade, prices have fallen and have re- 
mained low. Commenting upon the con- 
dition of the crops, the veteran crop re- 
porter, Mr. Prime of Illinois, said in The 
World yesterday: ‘“‘ The question this sea- 
son has not been how big a crop we could 
grow, but how we could take care of and 
get rid of the surpluses of the crops of 
previous years. The year 1896 came to 
the country with the elevators and the 
granaries practically bursting with corn, 
oats, and wheat. Low prices stared us in 
the face, and until a very recent date this 
condition of things continued until we 
have scored the lowest values of grain 
‘that the country has seen. Notwith- 


w 


standing this situation tbe farmers of 


‘the Untted States continued, as they have 


done for the last few years, to put in a 
full crop of grain of all kinds, with the 
exception of the Spring wheat crop.” 

We have not attempted to consider all 
the causes of the decline in the price of 
American wheat. It should be remem- 
bered, for example, that several Euro- 
pean nations have been stimulating the 
domestic production of cereals by legis- 
lation. Other causes deserve some atten- 
tion and may be pointed out at another 
time. But there is enough in the facts 
we have cited to ccenvince any intelligent 
and fair-minded farmer that the cause 
of the decline was not what is called by 
some persons “ the demonetization of sil-

THE CHARTERED COMPANY. 

The verdict of the jury against JAME- 
son and his filibusters, almost inevitably 
according to the British custom in such 
matters, involves an investigation into 
the affairs of the South Africa Company. 
A motion for such an investigation was 
made yesterday by Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, 
and on Sir Wi1LLIAM Harcowurt’s motion 


the investigating committee was author- 
ized also to inquire into the connection of 
the company with JAMESON’s raid. 

This action brings up the whole matter 
in a way that will make it very difficult 
for the Government either to shirk an in- 
quiry or to evade the results of it.. And 
yet it is an extremely awkward matter 
for the Government to deal justly with, 
because the Government represents ‘ so- 
ciety ” and society is enlisted on the side 
of the company. Mr. CHAMBERLAIN has 
managed to keep his personal record in 
the matter entirely clean, and he is in a 
posttion to push the inquiry to the ut- 
most, whithersoever it leads. He will 
probably not push it less zealously be- 
cause some of his Tory allies or even his 
official colleagues may be made uncom- 
fortable. 

Since the publication of the cipher tele- 
grams nobody can doubt what the result 
ought to be. It ought to be the forfeit- 
ure of the charter of the South Africa 
Company. Neither the trotting off of 
CEcIL RHODES into the wilderness as a 
volunteer scapegoat nor any other sub- 
terfuge ought to protect the company 
that has been levying war on a friendly 
State. The struggle between those who 
demand and those who resist the doing 
of justice promises to be very interesting. 








THE DEMOCRATIC CLUB. 


When the Democratic Club communed 
with itself on Tuesday evening and came 
to the conclusion that it did not know its 
own mind it afforded an example of how 
a Democratic organization of substance 
and standing ought not to behave in this 
campaign. Unquestionably a great ma- 
jority of the membership of the club will 
refuse to support Bryan. The club ought 
to have said so at its meeting. 

It was urged that decisive action against 
the Chicago ticket would lead to resigna- 
tions from the club. What ofthat? The 
Democratic Club is one of the leading or- 
ganizations of the party in the City of 
New-York. If in this National crisis it is 
afraid to speak its mind, it might as well 
disband. The resignations of a dozen, a 
score, or a hundred silver men or timid 
and time-serving politicians who pretend 
to be silver men would be a minor evii 
compared to any action which leaves the 
attitude of the club open to conjecture. 
Col. McANERNEY talked sound doctrine 
when he said: 

*“ Our delegates wisely refused to vote for 
either their platform or candidates, Men 
who live by politics or who have political 
aspirations may timidly seek to dodge the 
burning issue of this campaign under the 
threats of being considered irregular. If 
your house or church is on fire, will you 
stand idly by and see it consumed because 
the incendiaries are of. your own household 
or congregation? 

**Let us stand firmly together for honesty 
against repudiation in an open, manly con- 
test, which will restore confidence and thor- 
ough Democracy. These Populistic Demo- 
ecrats told us they would not be governed 
by any convention that failed to adopt their 
destructive principles, and yet they talk of 
‘regularity.’ They will come to us, clad 
in the stolen armor of Democracy; let us 
heed them not. Let us, for the sake of the 
principles of true Democracy and the wel- 
fare of our country, sincerely welcome 
them to political graves.” 

If Bryan, with all his antecedent 
threats of bolting if an honest platform 
and an honest candidate were presented 
to the party by its convention, is to be 
considered ‘‘ regular,” if fellowsHip with 
the wild men of the St. Louis Conven- 
tions is exacted as a test of party loyalty, 
then it is time that Democrats of the 
older faith should withdraw from the 
communion, expunge the name of JEF- 
FERSON from the roll of the saints, and 
give the invading horde the fullest op- 
portunity to set up a hagiology of their 
own. 








ONE EXCELLENT FEATURE, 


We have felt it to be our duty to point 
out serious objections to two of the prin- 
cipal features of that part of a municipal 
charter which has lately been submitted 
to public criticism, namely, the provision 
for a Municipal Assembly of two cham- 
bers and the plan for a federation of 
boroughs with certain independent local 
functions. But we are disposed to com- 
mend very strongly the provisions which 
relate to the Mayor and the administra- 
tive departments of the City Government. 
They are in full accord with the principle 
of concentrated responsibility, which is 
approved by experience in this country. 

In the first place, the departments are 
made single-headed, with the exception 
of Taxes and Assessments and Docks. 
The reason in favor of the general 
principle of single-headed departments 
is clear enough, and we have been 
having. for nearly a year and a half a 
very illuminating experience on the sub- 
ject. Col. WARING has been showing the 
advantage of undivided power and re- 
sponsibility at the head of the Street 
Cleaning Department. Suppose that de- 
partment had been under three or four 
Commissioners at once, what likelihood 
is there that we should have had satis- 
factory results? The Police Commission

avoided. r 

Single-headed departments are the thing 
for efficient and responsible administra- 
tion beyond doubt. Not less important is 
the Mayor’s untrammeled power of re- 
moval as well as Of appointment. His re- 
sponsibility is not complete without the 
power of selecting the men who are to 
have charge of the departments, and the 
power of selection is liable to be rendered 
of no avail if mistakes cannot be recti- 
fied. If for any reason the head of a de- 
partment proves a failure or even a dis- 
appointment, the Mayor should have the 
power to change it, and it is no more a 
dangerous power than the original power 
of appointment. 

Under such a system of concentrated 
responsibility we should doubtless see 
two very important results. The people 
would realize the great importance of the 
election of a Mayor of the highest char- 
acter and capacity, and men of that 
stamp would be willing to take the office. 
It would elevate the office in the estima- 
tion of the people and make it necessary 
to have candidates who would command 
confidence. Such a man, once elected, 
would feel the full weight of responsibil- 
ity and exercise the utmost care in the 
selection of men for the heads of depart- 
ments. The success and credit of his ad- 
ministration and hisown reputation would 
depend upon it. Removing his own ap- 
pomtees would be a serious matter, and 
the power would not be exercised without 
sufficient reason. There would be a watch- 
ful public sentiment, because the final re- 
sponsibility would be with the people. In 
this particular matter the Sub-Committee 
on Draft has started right. 








WHY SOUTHERN DEMOCRATS FEAR 
DIVISION. 

The reply of a leading sound-money 
Democrat of Florida to Gen. Brace in 
regard to organizing Democratic support 
for a third ticket in that State is doubt- 
less indicative of a general feeling in the 
South beyond the line of border States 
which extends from Maryland to Mis- 
souri. He declared in effect that dread 
of the harm that would come from dis- 
ruption of the party would induce the 
Democrats of Florida to “stand by the 
Chicago nominees” and maintain ‘‘ Dem- 
ocratic supremacy in domestic affairs.”’ 

Florida is becoming one of the most ad- 
vanced of Southern States and the sound- 
money sentiment is strong there. The 
delegation to the Chicago Convention was 
divided, but there was little sympathy for 
Populism in it. Seven of the eight dele- 
gates voted for the resolution approving 
the present National Administration. 
Three of them voted against the platform 
that was adopted, and the vote on candi- 
dates was divided throughout. But now 
the party is practically united in support 
of the ticket, not because it is for free 
coinage of silver, but because it fears the 
effect of “disruption ”’ upon ‘‘ Democrat- 
ic supremacy in domestic affairs.”” No 
doubt a similar feeling will have a like 
effect in other Southern States, and it 
suggests a difficulty with which the Dem- 
ocrats of that section have to deal that is 
not shared in the North. 

The fear of Southern Democrats of di- 
viding their forces is largely due to the 
policy of interference so long insisted 
upon by Northern Republicans. They 
feel that it is vastly important to their 
States to have the same control in mat- 
ters relating to the suffrage and to the 
management of elections that is exercised 
in the North, and they dread the possibil- 
ity of ‘‘ force bills ’’ and the interference 
of Federal authority in these matters. 
That is why the Republican Party itself 
has gained no headway, but has rather 
lost ground, in the South in the last twen- 
ty years. It is why divisions in State pol- 
itics have produced third parties, and it 
has been the chief stimulus to the Popu- 
list Party in that section. Dissatisfied 
Democrats could not bring themselves to 
vote the Republican ticket, and Populists, 
however anti-Democratic they might be 
upon State issues, have been constrained 
to oppose force bills and Federal inter- 
ference. 

The St. Louis Convention of June made 
no declaration Bavoring of sectionalism 
and no reference to “fair elections.’ It 
did not in terms abandon the policy of 
interference, but it dropped it out of the 
party platform. It is argued that there 
is no more danger of force bills and 
Federal interference with State elections, 
but the feelings produced by persisting in 
that policy for thirty years cannot be 
eradicated at once. Their existence ex- 
plains why there is little chance that 
sound-money Democrats in the South will 
vote the Republican ticket in a Presiden- 
tial election on any terms and why they 
dread the effect of dividing the party 
vote by supporting a separate Democratic 
ticket. If the Republicans had been pur- 
suing a liberal and conciliatory policy for 
the last ten or fifteen years and trying 
to help the Southern people to solve their 
suffrage difficulties instead of making it 
harder for them, they could profit now by 
a new division in that part of the coun- 
try on the all-important money question. 








Commissioner LYMAN is a little confused 
in regard to the effect of the civil service 
law and rules upon the appointment of 
his special agents.

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NAVAL RESERVES TO CAMP. 


Some of the Features of Their Two 
Days’ Outing at Sands Point. 


The detail from the First Naval Battalion 
which has been ordered for duty at camp at 
Sands Point, L. I., to-morrow and Sunday, 
will leave the foot of East Twenty-eighth 
Street to-morrow morning at 8 o’clock.

The Parlor Slightly Damaged Before 
the Flames Were Extinguished. 


The home of Morris S. Wormséer, at 14

EXPOSITION BUILDINGS BURNED. 


Nevertheless the Montreal Exhibition 
Will Open in September. 


MONTREAL, July 30.—The Montreal Ex- 
hibition buildings were almost totally 
burned this morning. Flames first broke 
out in the powerhouse of the Montreal Park 
and Island Railroad Company, at the north 
end of the exhibition grounds, 

The powerhouse, the main exhibition 
building, a large wooden structure with a 
glass dome, and other buildings, were re- 
duced to ashes in a short time. The re- 
maining buildings quickly followed. 

The total loss is estimated at $150,000. 
The work of rebuilding the structures will 
be commenced immediately. It is not be- 
lieved that the conflagration will retard the 
opening of the exhibition, which is sched- 
uled for September next. The insurance 
on the property destroyed is about $100,000.

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Sunk in Sound by the Massachusetts— 
The Crew Was Rescued. 


The steamboat Massachusetts of the 
Providence and Stonington Line, whieh 
plies between New-York -and Providence, 
ran down the two-masted fishing schooner 
Vandalia shortly before 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning while on her trip to New-York. 

The collision ocurred in a fog near Corn- 
field Shoais Lightship, Long Island Sound. 

The schooner, which was cwned by W. 
Hart of Fulton Market, was manned by a 
crew of Portugese, ten in number," in- 
cluding Capt. F. da C, Biatriz, and left 
New-London Tuesday to go south of New- 
York on a fishing cruise. She had aboard 
25 tons of ice and 15,000 mossbunkers for 
bait, 

John Cardoza, one of the crew, who was 
at the wheel, said that it was thick, and 
he saw the lights of the Massachusetts 
only about two minutes before she was 
upon them. She was nearly dead ahead, 
the schooner being on the starboard tack 
and headed about northeast. 

Two men were on the lookout, one armed 
with a foghorn, and the Captain was on 
deck. The others were asleep below. Sail- 
ing lights were lit, but the steamboat 
Seemed unaware of the presence of the 
fisherman. Cardoza said he eased off the 
sheets as the steamboat drew near, hoping 
to clear her, but it was too late. All hands 
were called on deck, and had barely time © 
to get to the boats when the prow of the 
Massachusetts struck ‘her on the starboard 
quarter. i 

No one stopped to see how big a hole had 
been made. The boats were quickly low- 
ered, and all hands jumped in. They had 
barely cleared away when the schooner 
sank. 

The men were picked up by the steam- 
boat and brought to the city. 

Capt. O. Griffin of the Massachusetts said 
yesterday that the fog was very thick, 
and'he had been working slowly through 
it- all the way from Providence. Tha 


schooner was not made out till the steam- 
boat was almost upon her. aites 

The Massachusetts carried 200 passengers. 
Few of them were aware of what had hap. 
pened, and there was, therefore, no ex- 
citement. Scratched paint was the only 
mark observable on the steamboat’s bows. 

The Vandalia, which registered fifty-two 
tons, was forty years old. 





SCHOONER RUNS INTO THE PATRIA, 
Not Badly Damaged—Ocean Liners 
Lifeboat Carried Away. 


The Hamburg-American Line steamship 
Patria, which arrived yesterday from Hame« 
burg. was run into in-the lower bay by the 
three-masted schoonef Melissa A, Willey, 
bound for Norfolk, in ballast. 

Pilot J. M. Leonard, who was on the 
bridge of the Patria with Capt. Bauer at 
the time, said that at 7:35 A. M. the Pae 
tria had just rounded the Southwest Spit 
and was heading up the regular ship chane 
nel, when the Willey was observed heading 
to the eastward with her sheets eased off. 

Capt. Bauer stopped the Patria and or. 
dered the ship’s engines reversed at full © 
speed in order to allow the schooner io 
cross her bows. He blew the regular whis- 
tle to indicate that she was stopped and 
backing engines. 

The schooner apparently understood, but 
as she drew near her helmsman suddenly 
put his wheel hard a-port, so that her bow. 
sprit struck the steamship on the port side, 
aft, carrying away the big lifeboat which 
was swinging outboard, and also damaging 
another lifeboat, besides doing other minor 
damage. 

The Willey had her bowsprit broken off 
short, but apparently suffered no other dam- 
age. She was towed back to an anchorage 
in the uppcr bay by the tug Edna B. King. 





FIRE SPLENDORS IN HALIFAX BAY, 


Old Bark Blown Up as a Climax ta 
the Illumination, 


Hauirax, July 80.—One of the greatest 
features of the carnival programme was the 
harbor illumination to-night. It began 
shortly after dark, and was on a magnifi- 
cent scale. Electricity, fireworks, Chinese 
lanterns, gas, bonfires, electric searchlights, 
ships’ lanterns and everything that could 
make a spark or glimmer contributed to the 
display. 

The opening salute was fired from the 
heavy guns in thé fort on George’s Island. 

A moving procession of gayly lighted and 
decorated boats was an exceedingly pretty 
and striking one. ‘The boats were all sup- 
plied with colored fires, which were burn- 
ing constantly. A large number of steam- 
ers, yachts, and small boats took part in 
the parade, which was divided into three 
sections. Four searchlights were operated 
from the British warships Tartar and In- 
trepid, while the Crescent was lighted from 
stem to stern and to masthead with an 
immense number of incandescent Jamps. 

The blowing up of an old bark tooF 
place in the middle of the harbor at 10:30.

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OAUSE OF THE FAILURE OF THE 
ISLE OF PINES PLOT, 


The Cuban Prisoners Intended to 


Overpower the Guard, Capture a 
Gunboat, and Make Thetr Escape— 
A Woman's Anxiety to Have. the 
Governor of the Island Hanged 


Causes the Failure of the Con- 


spirucy—The Conspirators Flee, 


MADRID, 30.--The Havana _ corre- 
spondent of the Imparcial telegraphs fur- 
ther details of the attempted rising among 
the political prisoners confined on the Isle 
of Pines, mention of which was made in 
these dispatches last night. 

From the details given it is almost certain 


that the plot would have been successfully 
carried out had it not unintentionally been 
betrayed by a woman through her anxiety 
for its accomplishment. 

Since the outbreak of the insurrection a 
great number of persons who were known 
to be supporters of the rebels or who were 
suspected of secretly aiding them have been 
transported to the Isle of Pines, which lies 
some fifty miles off the southwestern part 
of Cuba. Among the prisoners are a num- 
ber of women, who, it is learned, took an 
active part in the conspiracy. The prison- 
ers are nominally confined in the inland cit- 
ies of Nueva Gerona and Santa Fé, the 
capital, bat they are allowed more or less 
liberty, according to the nature of ‘their of- 
fenses, strong military guards being em- 
ployed to prevent the prisoners leaving the 
cities and attempting to reach the shores 
of the island. 

Son:e of the more desperate of the Cu- 
bans in Santa Fé concluded that if all the 
prisoners combined they could overcome 
their guards and make their way to liberty. 
Their plan was to seize the arms of the 
troops while the latter were at church, and 
then make their way to the coast, where 
they intended to capture a gunboat that is 
employed in doing patrol duty around the 
island. : 

Another detail of the plan was to seize 
Col. Berriz, the Governor of the isiand, 
while he was going to mass and hang him 
Some of the Cubans apparently hung back 
from this part of the plan, and it was while 
they were being urged on by one of the wo- 
men conspirators that the plot was be- 
trayed. 

Soldiers who were passing the place where 
the Cubans were gathered heard the wo- 
man, whose excitemeut had got the better 
of her discretion, vehemently exhorting the 
men to capture the Governor and kill him. 
The soldiers immediately informed the Gov- 
ernor of the plot, and the promptest meas- 
ures were taken to frustrate it and punish 
the conspirators. . 

The woman who had been heard urging 
the Cubans to hang the Governor and 
twenty men suspected of being the ring- 
leaders of the proposed revolt were at once 
placed in irons. They will be sent to Ha- 
vana for trial by a court-martial. The oth- 
€rs in.plicated in the plot learned of its »e- 
teraya! and fled to the far interior of the 
island, where, in a mountainous country 
and broad swamps, the authorities will have 
a hard task to recapture them, unless they 
are forced to submission by prospects of 
starvation.

WEYLER’S FRUIT ORDER. 


A Grert Deal of Injury Inflicted on 
: Shippers. 


Boston, July 30.—Capt. Rasmussen of the 
Danish steamer Tyr, which arrived this 
forenoon from Gibara, Cuba, with a carg> 
of 10,500 bunches of bananas, says that 


since the proclamation of Gen. Weyler 
closing the ports of Sama and Banes to 
steamers engaged in the fruit trade has 
been in force considerable loss of time and 
money and damage to fruit have been en- 
tailed. 

There are now in port at Gibara ten 
steamers belonging to Dumois & Co. of 
New-York and of Bergen, Norway, which 
have been delayed there for some days, and 
the loss to the owners can easily be 
summed up when it is taken into consider- 
ation that the daily expense of each vessel 
is close in the neighborhood of $100. 

Fruit from the above-named proscribed 
ports is taken down to Gibara in lighters, 
a distance of about sixty miles, and as a 
result steamers are delayed three or four 
days, and when the fruit arrives in Amer- 
jean ports it is not in such good condition 
as when shipped direct from these ports. 





INSURGENTS NEAR HAVANA. 


The Release of Prisoners: Proves a 
Farce. 


Key West, July 30.—Private advices by 
the steamer Mascotte state that Augustine 
Cervantes, an officer in the insurgent army, 
was killed in the battle at Sarasota, in the 
Provin&é of Camaguey, between Gen. Go- 
mez and Jovellanos. 

It is reported that the insurgents under 
the command of Zayas, Collazo, Acosta, and 
Valencia, about 10,000 strong, are in the 
neighborhood of Havana. 

The reported liberating of prisoners on 
the Queen’s birthday proved a farce. Only 
a few Spanish soldiers who had committed 
some minor offenses were liberated, and 
these few were sent back to the army, a 
worse punishment than being in the Ca- 
banas. 





ARMS SEIZED IN CANADA, 


ft Is Alleged that They Were Des- 
tined for Cuba. 


ToRONTO, Ontario, July 30.—Sixteen cases 
of guns, containing 320 pieces, from Bel- 
gium, consigned to various Canadian 
points, were seized at the Custom House 
here to-day, at the instance of the Spanish 
Consul in this city, acting under instruc- 
tions from the Spanish Consul General at 
Montreal.

ADDRESS TO THE PUERTO RICANS. 


Anti-Spanish Views Would Encourage 
a Revolt on the Island, 


A révolutionary address emanating from 
Dr. J. Julio Henna of 8 West Fortieth 
Street, as President in the United States 
of the Revolutionary Committee of Puerto 
Rico, has been sent to that Spanish pos- 
session for promulgation. 

Anti-Spanish views are that a disposition 
to revolt against Spanish rule on the Island 
of Puerto Rico will be encouraged to the 
The intent of the address 


was such, and the plan was to have it 


read in the principal centres of population 


in the seven departments and on the Island 


of Vieguez. 

Dr. Henna in his address speaks of Puerto 
Rico as ‘‘a down-trodde:, Spanish depend- 
ency, and one of the last vestiges of an ac- 
cursed colonial system.” Alluding to the 
free institutions of the United States the 
doctor says: 

I cannot conceive how it can be possible that, 
so near the shores of. this classic land of lib- 
erty, «the most old-fashioned and ignorant of 
European nations still carries on * mediaeval 
form of Government embodying the absolute 
negation of the right of men, 

Comparing Cuba and the uprisings there 
with erto Rico, Dr. Henna says that it 

ns him to reflect that Puerto Rico, which 
suffered and still suffers even greater 
oppression, “‘ serves as a sort of footstool 
and shield for the merciless tyrant, thus 
a mpous argum s ty-

Attacking Spanish figurés in relation to 
Puerto Rico’s prosperity and the distribu- 
tion of the revenues, Dr. Henna says: 


Out of the total revenues, $3,297,255 are 
allotted to Spain, her army officers, &c., and 
only a minimum part of the remaini $650,626 
is assigned to Puerto Rico, inasmu as the 
officers of the Public Works Department absorb 
‘nearly all of it, and they are also Spaniards. 
After viewing this sad and faithful picture .of 
this true state of affairs in the island, it were 
idie to speak of iis prosperity, or in praise of 
the Administration that has impoverished this 
down-trodden colony. The Minister of the Col- 
onies, referring to thé surplus revenues for 
three years, which he says amount to $1,750,909, 
pointing thereto as an evident proof of the ex- 
cellence of the Spanish Administration and the 
welfare of a colony where the sad _ heritage 
of civil discord is unknown, presents the dark- 
est features of the mournful situation, contrib- 
uting therewith to refute his own assertions, 

Concluding the address Dr. Henna says: 

Spain oppresses and Puerto Rico submits. From 
this free land to where my political convictions 
have brought me, and where I have voluntarily 
set up my abode as an adopted citizen of a 
glorious country, in order to be neither a vic- 
tim, witness, nor accomplice of the tyrannical 
system which drains the lifeblood of my be- 
loved native land, to you I constantly turn my 
eyes and thoughts, my brothers, longing to see 
our mother break asunder the chains which now 
bind her to ignominious slavery and degrada- 
tion, 

And, now, when the Spanish press and officials 
are hypocritically seeking a justification for their 
misdeeds, comparing Puerto Rico, the ‘* happy 
and faithful isiand,’’ with Cuba, pointing to the 
latter island as an example of base ingratitude, 
I am naturally moved by a deep feeling of 
patriotic Indignation to exhort you to lift up 
your voice, and give the lie to those mendaclous 
officials and would convert Puerto Ricans into 
hired witnesses of the tyrant, while at the 
same time they shower upon them all sorts of 
infamies and iniquities 

A pro-Spanish opinion on this manifesto 
was obtained from a gentleman prominently 
identified with the Associated Spanish and 
Cuban Press Bureau. 

“‘It's all poppycock,’”’ he remarked as he 
laughed on reading the address. “It has 
taken a long time to concoct this hen, and 
it is a hoax. It’s stale. It has been known 
of and expected, and nothing will come of 
it. Dr. Henna is a practical joker. 

“Puerto Rico is in peace and enjoying all 
the liberties and prosperity it could desire. 
It has no public debt, and its comfort and 
security are such that no one there wants 
a change. If you want to know how Puerto 
Rico is governed, study the laws framed 
for it, and especially the reform law of 
1895. 

“Dr. Henna is a very good physician and 
an excellent fellow, and my personal friend, 
but a very bad politician. Assuming that 
there was a'revolution in Puerto Rico, that 
could hurt Spain little and heip the Cuban 
insurgents less. The island is, strategical- 
ly, weak, and so laid out that a revolution 
could be put down in less than a month. 
But, bah! why revolt? Haven’t the Puerto 
Ricans the troubles in Cuba as an object 
lesson? ”’ 





THE ANARCHISTS WITHDRAW. 


Comparative Order Secured in the So- 
cialist Congress, 


Lonpon, July 30.—The fourth day’s ses- 
sion of the International Socialist Trades 
Congress, which is meeting in St. Martin’s 
Town Hall, this city, managed to-day to 
put aside the disputes which have char- 
acterized the former proceedings, and to 
transact a little business, the first of the 
session, aside from fighting over the ques- 
tion of the admission of Anarchists as del- 
egates. 

‘The session to-day was presided over by 
Signor Ferri, an Italian deiegat3. After 
a little mild-mannered discussion the cre- 
dentials question was dropped, and the 
Anarchists, who have made a most bitter 
light for admission, withdrew. 

The cOngress then proceeded to the dis- 
cussion of the agrarian question. M. Van 
der Veld, a Belgian delegate, read a per 
on behalf of M. Delory, the Socialist Mayor 
of Lille, France, who was suspended from 
office for having been concerned in the 
recent rioting in that city on the occasion 
of the arrival there of a number of German 
delegates to a Socialist congress. The writ- 
er of the paper contended that it was the 
first duty of the Socialists to organize the 
agricultural proletariat, and tocontinue the 
ejiorts for the ameiioration of their con- 
dition until the land should be cultivated 
by society in a co-operative capacity. He 
held that it was left to every nation to 
Sepeeae the best means to attain this 
end, 

A discussion on the paper followed, 

The ccngress adopied resolutions declar- 
ing that the only solution.of the land ques- 
tion lay in Socialism, and congratulating 
the working classes in Russia upon their 
having awakened to the importance of 
the movement for the betterment of the 
condition of the working pevpie throughout 
the world, and sent dejegates to the con- 
gress, and wishing them success in their 
struggle against political tyranny, 

Twergty Dutch trades-union delegates 
withdrew from the meeting, having be- 
come dissatisfied with the manner of con- 
ducting the congress, but one Dutch So- 
cialist remained. 

The congress declared in favor of the 
adoption of a political policy independent of 
all the old parties. 





ARE ORDINARY PRISONERS, 


Jameson and His Fellow-Convicts En- 
joy No Special Privileges. 


LONDON, July 30.—The unofficial report 
circulated last evening to the effect that 
Sir Matthew White Ridley, the Home Sec- 
retary, had ordered that Dr. Jameson and 
the other prisoners who were sentenced 
to various terms of imprisonment for the 
part they took in the Transvaal raid should 
be treated as first-class misdemeanants 
proves to have been incorrect. 

In the House of Commons to-day Pat- 
rick O’Brien, (Parnellite,) member for the 
City of Kilkenny, asked for information on 
the subject, which was furnished by the 
Home Secretary, who said that the court 
alone had the power to order the prisoners 
to be treated as first-class misdemeanants. 
No such order had been issued by the 
court, and hence the convicted men wouid 
be treated as ordinary prisoners, 

In response to a further question, he 
said that he was unable to state at present 
whether the royal prerogative would be ex- 
ercised, and an order issued in the name 
of the Queen for the treatment of the 
prisoners as first-class misdemeanants. 

The preliminary step for an inquiry into 
the administration of the British South 
Africa Company was then taken by Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, who made a motion for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of fifteen mem- 
bers of the House to conduct the inquiry. 

Sir William Vernon-Harcourt, the leader 
of the Opposition, concurred in the mo- 
tion, which was agreed to by the House. 





WARSHIP STRUCK BY LIGHTNING, 


The Roma Sunk to Prevent an Explo- 
sion of Her Magazine. 


Rome, July 30.—Lightning struck the coast 
defense war ship Roma to-day and set fire 
to her. The flames spread rapidly, in spite 
of the efforts of the crew to subdue them, 
and her commander, seeing that they were 


approaching the powder magazine, gave or- 
ders to attach a torpedo to the hull of the 
Ne mg and then for all hands to abandon 
ship. 

When the small boats containing the crew 
were at a safe distance the torpedo was 
discharged, tearing a great hole in the 
hull and causing the Roma to sink quickly. 
Nobcdy was hurt. 

The Roma was a central battery, wooden, 
Single-screw, bark-rigged vessel of 5,370 
tons. She was 261 feet 4 inches long, 57 
feet 4 inches beam, and 24 feet 1 inch 
mean draught of water. She was built at 
Genoa in 1865. Her engines were of 2,819 
indicated horse power, and she had a speed 
of thirteen knots. Her armament consisted 
of thirty-one large and magazine guns, 





POWDER MAGAZINE EXPLODES, 


Five Persons Instantly Killed and a 
Hundred Hurt at Funfkirchen, 


Bupa-PEsTH, July 30.—A powder magazine 
at Funfkirchen, capital of the County of 
Baranya, exploded this morning. The Town 


Hall was wrecked and other buildings in the 
vicinity were badly damaged. 

So far as known, five persons were in- 
stantly killed. More than a hundred per- 
sons were injured, and it is thought a large 
proportion of them will die. 

Some of the buildin in the vicinity of 
the magazine collapsed under the effects of 
the shock, and there is reason to believe 
that many of their inmates were buried in 
the ruins. 

The municipal authorities, aided by the 
military, are making every effort to clear 
away the ruins and rescue those who may 
be imprisoned beneath them.

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McKINLEY MAKES A SPEECH TO 
PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICANS. 


Pledges His Party to Keep All the 
Currency as Good as Gold—Calls 
on the People of the Country to 
Stand Unitedly Against Every Ef- 
fort to Degrade the Coinage or 
Debase the National Credit—Must 


Have More Revenue. 


CANTON, Ohio, July 30.—A delegation 
numbering about 500 from Knoxville, Penn., 
called on Major McKinley to-day. They 
arrived by special train over the Pennsyl- 


vania line at 4 o’clock. The Grand Army 
Band of Pittsburg was at the head of the 
delegation, and Major Emery Thompson 
acted as Grand Marshal. At Major Mc- 
Kinley’s house, John P. Eberhart made the 
speech of introduction. It was eulogistic 
of Major McKinley, and expressed every 
confidence in his election as the next Pres- 
ident of the United States. 

Major McKinley, in reply, said: 

Mr. Eberhart and My Fellow-Citizens: I am 
glad, indeed, to meet and greet the Knoxville 
MicKinley and Hobart Repuplican Club in this 
ciuy, and at my home; and I thank you most 
cordially for traveling so long a distance to 
express your personal good-will to me and your 
devotion to the great principles of the Repup- 
lican Party, 

hou ace right, Mr. Spokesman, in saying that 
the Republican Party stands now, as it has 
always stood, for a sound and stable currency, 
and for the maintenance of all its money of 
every kind at parity and always equal to the 
nee money of the most civilized mations of the 
earth, 

A_ depreciated currency, as you have so well 
said, would work disaster to the interests of 
the peopie and to none more than the working- 
men and producers, : 

Long years ago Daniel Webster said that they 
were the first to feel it and the last to recover 
from it. ‘* A disordered currency,’’ said he, ‘‘ is 
fatal to industry, frugality, and economy. It 
fosters the spirit of speculation and extravagance. 
It is the most effectual of inventions to fertilize 
the rich man’s fields with the sweat of the poor 
man’s brow.’’ 

That which we call money, my fellow-citizens, 
and with which values are measured and set- 
tlements made must be as true as the bushel 
which measures the grain of the farmer, and as 
honest as the hours of labor which the man 
who toils is required to give. 

The one must be as full and complete and as 
honest as the other. Our currency to-day is 
good—all of it as good as gold—and it is the 
unfaltering determination of the Republican 
Party to so keep and maintain it forever. It is 
the duty of the people of this country to stand 
unitedly against every effort to degrade our 
wiley or debase our credit. [Cries of ‘* They 
will.’”’ 

They must unite now, as they have always 
united in the past, in every great crisis of our 
country’s history. When the country seemed 
wildly bent on inflation preceding the resump- 
tion of specie payments, the sober sense of the 
American people, without regard to party, uniteu 
and stemmed that threatened tide of irredeem- 
able paper money and repudiation, and placed 
and kept the Nation on the rock of public honor, 
sound finance, and honest currency.

public laws. No one, I take it, will regard the 
present tariff law as a last and final settlement 
of the question. Whatever may be our differences 
about the economical principle upon which tariff 
legislation should be made, all agree that the 
present tariff law is a failure, even as a revenue 
measure. 

So, without discussing the principle of free 
trade or protection, everybody must appreciate 
that no law is a settlement which creates every 
month’‘a deficiency in the public treasury. 

The people of this country are not satisfied 
with such an enactment, and will not be satis- 
fied until a public law shall express the public 
will in a statute which will provide adequate 
revenues for the needs of the Government, full 
security for its credit, and ample protection to 
the labor, capital, and energy of the American 
people, 

I thank you, my fellow-citizens, for this friend- 
ly call, and I assure you that it will give me 
pleasure to meet each and every one of you 
personally.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—In view of the great 
number of requests for information on finan- 
cial questions, the Treasury Department 
has prepared a pamphlet of fifty-four pages, 
answering as nearly as can be foreseen 
the questions asked and expected to be 
asked. The book gives a history of United 
States bonds from the time of the earliest 
issues, and tells how they were disposed 
of; a history of coinage of all sorts, and 
Treasury issues of paper money of every 
description now in circulation; a descrip- 
tion of the various kinds of notes—ten in 
number—and a statement of the amounts 
issued and in circulation. Fractional cur- 
rency also has @ paragraph, and the sys- 
ten of redemption of United States notes 
is explained. 

The statistics are very elaborate, cover- 
ing the world’s production of gold and sil- 
ver, American production from 1792 to 1895; 
monetary systems and approximate stocks 
of money in the principal countries of the 
world, and a summary of monetary events 
since 1786, arranged chronologically; the 
value, weight, and fineness of all Ameri- 
can coins, and the changes and dates of 
each issue. 

The purpose of the department is to send 
a copy of this book to every person apply- 
ing for information, with the page and 
paragraph marked which contains the an- 
swer to the query propounded.

AT THE LAWYERS? | CLUB. 


Goes There to Luncheon and Taiks 
with Controller Fitch, ex-Mayor 
Grace, and Smith M. Weed—Jour- 
neys Out of Town in the Evening, 
the Guest of Whitelaw Reid at 
Ophir 
Plans—Work in the East. 


Farm — More Campaign 


Mark Hanna met a number of politicians 
yesterday morning at the Waldorf, and 
then went to luncheon at the Lawyers’ 
Club, with Garret A, Hobart, Frank Thom- 


son of the Pennsylvania Railroad, F. 8. 
Witherbee of Port Huron, and F. 8, Gibbs 
of this city. 

While at the Lawyers’ Club, Mr. Hanna 
had a long talk with three conspicuous 
sound-money Democrats—Controller Fitch, 
ex-Mayor Grace, and Smith M. Weed. 
These gentlemen were dining together at a 
table near the one occupied by Mr. Hanna 
and his party. 

The talk had mostly to do with the,ne- 
cessity of maintaining a sound National 
currency. In the trio of Democrats there 
were those who could tell Mr. Hanna that 
the high protection issue is not the one 
for him to use in this campaign, and they 
probably did so inform him. 

The gist of the talk which Mr. Hanna 
had with Messrs. Hobart, Thomson, and his 
other Republican friends is understood to 
have been about money for the legitimate 
expenses of the campaign. Mr. Hanna is 
not yet ready to name a Committee on 
Finance. He said yesterday: 

“I do not know when I shall appoint 
the Finance Committee of the Executive 
Committee. I do not wish to violate prece- 
dent, and therefore I shall proceed carefully. 
My only desire is to get the greatest 


amount of service with the least possible 
friction. Of course I shall consult with 
the members of the committee.” 

Mr. Hanna is going back to Cleveland 
Monday. He evidently has determined on 
a very vigorous campaign to be waged in 
the East during the last two months of 
the canvass. 

“We are now ready to push things right 
along,’’ said Mr. Hanna. ‘“ Powell Clayton 
will be here Monday to make arrangements 
for the speakers. Senator Quay and Mr. 
Manley will be at the headquarters after 
Sept. 1, and they will stay in town right up 
to election day.’”’ 

This indicates that Mr. Hanna is con- 
vinced that it will be just as well to take 
no chances in the East, but that it will be 
best to put up as good a fight as in the 
West. As announced in THE NEw-YoRK 
TIMES yesterday, Mr. Hobart will have gen- 
eral supervision of the campaign in the 
East, but the selection of Senator Quay to 
do the practical work at headquarters dur- 
ing the last weeks of the fight recall the 
campaign of 1888, when Quay was chief at 
the headquarters. 

After Mr. Hanna left the Lawyers’’ Club 
he hurried back to the Waldorf, got his 
gripsack, summoned a cab, and was driven 
to the Grand Central Station. There he 
took a train for White Plains. He had ac- 
cepted an invitation to spend the night with 
Whitelaw Reid at Ophir Farm. D. O. Mills 
went with him. 

The train reached White Plains at 5 
o'clock, and Messrs. Hanna and Mills were 
met at the station by Mr. Reid, who drove 
them at once to his Summer home. Mr. 
Hanna’s friends said last night that Mr. 
Hanna did not go into the country for a po- 
litical conference, but that he went mainly 
to get a few hours’ rest. He has been work- 
ing hard since his arrival here. The Re- 
publican chieftain, however, seems to find 
great enjoyment in the great game of pol- 
itics. He seems to be tireless. 

The expected meeting between Messrs. 
Hanna and Platt has not yet taken place, 
or, if it has, the meeting has been kept a 
close secret. The leaders may meét either 
to-day or to-morrow. Up to this time Fred 
S. Gibbs and F. S. Witherbee have been 
representing Mr. Platt in the party coun- 
cil. It peems very strange to most of the 
politicians that Mr. Hanna has been in the 
city so long without seeing Mr, Platt, It 
is this feeling that has given rise to rumors 
that there is a hitch somewhere in the ne- 
gotiations to brin them together. Mr. 
Hanna said yesterday that he had no ap- 
pointment with Mr. Platt. ‘ 

‘“* We are all engaged in this fight on the 
broad platform of Republicanism, and on 
it all stand harmoniously battling for vic- 
tory. I have not yet seen ex-Senator Platt, 
but I do know that no man is stronger in 
his desire for Republican success than is 
Mr. Platt. It is my wish to meet with and 
consult all Republicans. My sole desire is 
the success of the ticket.’’ 

A dispatch from Major McKinley to Mr. 
Hanna reached the Waldorf last night aft- 
er Mr. Hanna had left town. 

Ex-President Harrison and Mrs. Harri- 
son went back to Old Forge yesterday. 
Gen, Harrison left a message for Mr. Han- 
na, as did also John Wanamaker, who 
returned to Philadelphia. Senator Quay 
also left the city yesterday, but will re- 
turn in a few days. Senator. Elkins ana 
Senator Redfield Proctor remained in town, 
and both had conferences with Mr. Hanna 
early in the day. 





EXPECT TO WIN THE FIGHT. 


Wanamaker the Republican 
Managers Are Confident.

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., July 30.—Ex-Post- 
master General John Wanamaker returned 
to this city this morning from New-York, 
where he attended yesterday a meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the Re- 
publican National Committee. He made 
the following statement: 

“I went to New-York at the request of 
National Chairman Mark Hanna. I was 
present during the lengthy discussions by 
the members of the committee, all of whom 
were present with the exception of Mr.

Silver Miners’ Profits. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

Your editorial of THE TimeEs’s issue of 
to-day, under the caption, ‘‘ Who Makes, 
shows very conclusively that the poor un- 
der the free-coinage system would not 
make, while the article shows equally 
plain that the bullion bugs would revel in 
their 90 per cent. profits. But this ca- 
rousal, it strikes me, could continue 
only so long as the redemption of our paper 
currency is made with gold! And while it 
is inevitable that the suspension of gold 
redemption must follow directly on the act 
of free coinage, Mr, Silver Holder’s dollars 
must, like those of everybody else, go down 
to 58 cents each. Hence, it seems plain 
to the writer that the silver holders might 
just as well throw their commodity on the 
present market for 69 cents, an ounce of 
gold, as to hold on to it and get only the 
same value after it is coined. 

To make the matter plain, let us suppose 
the revolution has come, and Senator Stew- 
art has sent 10,000 ounces of silver to 
the mint, and has got back 13,000 silver 
dollars; worth 53 cents each. He would 
get then for the 13,000 silver dollars $6,890, 
which is just about what his 10,000 ounces 
would bring to-day. ‘ 

If I am correct in my premises, let us 
hope that this view of the matter among 
the bullion men at the West, who have, 
under. hope of great profit, been chief in- 
on second 
refiection, seeing no profit to them person- 
ally, may induce them to call off their dogs 
and settle down to accept those principles 
of finance which all first-class nations hold 
to, and under which, thus far, this country 
has found safety. : W. H. F.

Our correspondent is, we think, correct 
as to the probable ultimate effect upon the 
profits of silver-mine owners of free coin- 
age and the suspension of gold payments. 
But the process would necessarily be a 
gradual one. The profits would probably 
steadily diminish, but at first they would 
be very large. They would, moreover, be 
in addition to the normal profit due to de- 
mand as it exists without free coinage. As 
the output of silver has steadily increased, 
in spite of falling price, the normal profit 
must be considerable. The total profit, 
from free coinage and from normal de- 
mand, would tend still further to increase 
the product, but what the net outcome

The Price of Silver. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

I inclose a clipping from The Baltimore 
Evening News of an editorial copied from 
your paper of to-day’s issue. You say 
‘free coinage means that any man having 
$538 worth of silver bullion could take 
it to the mint and have it turned 
into $100.” To reverse that statement, $100 
in silver coin would be worth actually $53, 
or the amount of silver necessary to pro- 
duce 100 silver dollars would be worth $53. 

If this should become a fact, could it re- 
main so? Would there not be created an 
unlimited demand for silver, and if there is 
an unlimited demand for anything, does not 
the price immediately rise? Demand and 
price must and always will be controlled 
the latter by the former, and overproduc- 
tion of a thing is equal to less demand and 
lower prices. I cannot understand that, if 
there is free and unlimited coinage of sil-

If the free coinage of silver at 16 to 1 
were enacted to-day, the price of the 
silver in $100 would be about $53. 
Whether the demand created by free coin- 
age would advance the price of silver would 
depend on the available supply. If that 
remained the same, the tendency would be 
to raise the price. But the arbitrary profit 
caused by free coinage would stimulate 
production, and would also draw to the 
United States silver now held abroad, in the 
form of coin, but not in actual circulation. 
How much this is is not known. In any 
case, any advance in price caused by free 
eoinage would take time, and until the price 
reached $1.29 an ounce, the difference be- 
tween the actual price and $1.29 would 
continue to be the profit given by law to the 
owners of silver, whether native or foreign.

Why a Portrait’s Eyes Follow You. 


From Notes and Queries. 

Wollaston’s curious discovery was that 
by adding to each pair of eyes a nose di- 
rected to the right or the left the eyes 
lose their front direction, and look to the 
right or left, according to the direction of 
the nose. By means of a flap representing 
the lower features in a different position, 
as Dr. Wollaston remarks, ‘a lost look of 
devout abstraction in an uplifted counte- 
nance may be exchanged for an appearance 
of inquisitive archness in the leer of a 
younger face turned downward and oblique- 
ly toward the opposite side.” 

As by changing the direction of the lower 
features we change the direction of the 
eyes, so by changing our position the eye 
of the portrait apparently follows us. If 
a vertical line be drawn through the tip 
of the nose and half wer. between the eyes 
there will be the same breadth of head, of 
cheek, of chin, and of neck on each side of 
this middle line, and each iris will be in 
the middle of the whole of the eye. If we 
now move to one side, the apparent hori- 
zontal breadth of every part of the head 
and face will be diminished, but the parts 
on each side of the m#idle line will be 
diminished equally, and at any position, 
however oblique, there will be the same 
breadth of face on each side of the middle 
line, and the iris will be in the centre of 
the whole of the eyeball, so that, being 
on a flat surface, the iris will be seen in 
front of the picture or obliquely.

SEEING NEW THINGS IN LONDON. 
At Lenst a Chicago Visitor Sees 
Things in a New Way. 


London Letter to The Chicago Tribune. 
Sightseeing in London is rather full of 


‘disappointments owing to the difference of 


opinion expressed by the various guide- 
book authorities. It is discouraging to be 
informed by one that the inscriptions on 
the Tower wall by Lady Jane Grey, which 
the tourist must see—the must in italics 
to emphasize it—and by the other that the 
unfortunate woman never wrote it at all: 
in fact, though there is such an inscription, 
no one knows who wrote it. Worse than 
the books are the guides. As a matter of 
experience we employed three at different 
times while doing the Tower. As a result 
we saw three different staircases down 
which the little Princes were supposed tuo 
descend, and two rooms in which they 
were smothered, and a duplication of walks 
on which the gallant Raleigh used to take 
fresh air—in fact, you don’t begin to see 
it all without several guides. 

I found the Tower an excellent place to 
learn new facts in American history. There 
a guide told me that Sir Walter Raleigh 
discovered America and that William Penn 
was the first President. It is extraordinary 
the ignorance of the English on American 
history and affairs from the lower classes 
right straight up, and in circles, too, where 
one would expect at least a general knowl- 
edge of things. 

As a contrast I noticed while going 
through Westminster Abbey a queer little 
goldenrod cross carefully laid on Major 
André’s monument, the accompanying card 
bearing the inscription, “ For a Soldier’s 
Grave,”’ written in a boy’s handwriting. 
Struck by the writing I turned the card 
over and on the other side was written in 
the same boyish hand, ‘“ Major John An- 
dré, Lamented by Every American Schoo) 
Boy Who Reads the Tale.”’ 

Nobody is in a hurry in London. There 
is time for everything, especially for din- 
ner. That is the chief business of the day, 
and to serve it takes an eternity. During 
the meal you enjoy the privilege of hearing 
the two words ‘‘ Thank you” repeated at 
least twenty times. 

Mock turtle soup you order. 

*“‘Thank you,”’ replies the waiter. 

** Broiled fresh lobster; the lobster comes 
in for the thanks. Not a course is slighted, 
and when finished you get up and hand the 
man your coat to hold, the same words 
“Thank you’’ ring in your ears, and it 
means absolutely nothing; in short, is a 
polite substitute for ‘“‘ Yes, Sir, or Madam.” 

Eating is a great occupation with these 
sturdy Britons, and, like the brook, it 
“goes on forever.”” You go to an “at 
home.” The instant you arrive out come 
refreshments. You partake. The second 
“at home” like the first; the third “at 
home,” here, perhaps, you run into a 
servant, who before you see your hostess 
rushes at you and calls out, ‘“‘ Tea or coffee, 
cakes, strawberries, and cream.” 

It is astonishing how elaborately women 
dress at afternoon affairs, particularly gar- 
den parties. .,ere it not for the hour of 
day one would fancy himself at a ball. And 
the jewelry. They simply hang it all over 
them in an incongruous medley. And they 
have not given up bracelets, either, but 
wear quantities of them. You can notice 
whole dozens of them on the arms of the 
fashionable dames of England, who are not 
at all subservient to the whims of fashion. 

Just now the Indian and Ceylon Exposition 
affords a popular place of amusement for 
the middle classes—a place where Tommy 
Atkins can take his best girl and see the 
sights, which are similar to those of our 
Midway, and include a ride in the Ferris 
wheel, which is still doing business in spite 
of its recent standstill. 

The company behaved quite handsomely 
in the matter and paid every one of the im- 

risoned pleasure seekers $25; now they offer 
50 to every passenger detained should the 
monster machine again decide to stop; con- 
sequently there is a great rush for the 
wheel by those with matrimonial intentions, 
who think it a good chance to make $50 
as a start toward housekeeping. It may 
seem funny, but the wheel is a great place 
for proposals, and more than one girl has 
brought her lover to time while revolving 
round in’ space. 

Kew Gardens is another place for Sunday 
recreation in particular, and gives one a 
good opportunity to study the English mid- 
die classes as they are when off on a holiday. 
A stolid, good-natured crowd is found there 
with a perpetual thirst for tea and some- 
thing stronger. 

Street beggars in London have hit upon 
a new scheme for acquiring a competency. 
They have discovered, no doubt, the 7 
derived from artistic professions, and have 
enrolled themselves under the lucrative ban- 
ner of art. Asa result the street pavements 
are covered with highly colored chalk pict- 
ures a little off in perspective, it is true, but 
anything lacking in that line is amply made 
up in a bountiful supply of coloring. he 
pictures portray the leading events of the 
day, and are presided over by the beggar 
artist, who gratefuly receives the many 
coppers tossed him. Sometimes one or these 
fellows really draws a clever cartoon, apro- 
pos to an event of the day, and makes a 
neat sum. 

More extraordinary than this style of beg- 
ging, but for a worthy cause, is the scheme 
adopted by the members of the Saturday 
Fund Hospital Society, termed the ‘* Ladies 
Street Collection,” which is just what the 
name implies—a collection taken up on the 
street by the women of the society. 

Well-dressed, attractive and in many cases 
well born—these women station themSelves 
on the street corners in the busiest parts 
of London, and as the people pass jangle a 
box at them, begging their assistance in the 
charitable work. Unfortunately this is too 
good an opportunity for the ill-mannered 
people to miss, and the women come in for 
no end of impertinent remarks, which is 
rather too much of a good thing even to 
aid in the support of a hospital—public ex- 
posure to insult. However, religion as well 
as everything else must, I suppose, be up to 
date, and anything to make money, no mat- 
ter what is sacrificed.

WOMAN CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR. 





She Has Served Wellin a Minor Office 
and May Go Higher. 


Cheyenne (Wyoming) Letter to The 
Tribune. 

Miss Estelle Reel, Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction for Wyoming, has demon- 
strated by a successful political record that 
she is as capable of performing the duties 
of an executive office as her male contem- 
poraries in Wyoming public life. 

Her friends, in the face of her protests, 
persist in naming her as a candidate for 
the next Gubernatorial nomination in Wy- 
oming, which will be made in the Fall of 
1898. It is fortunate for Miss Reel’s friends 
that the nomination is not to be made this 
qent, for if it were their candidate would be 

arred by a provision of the Wyoming Con- 
stitution, which declares that no person less 
than thirty years old shall be eligible to the 
office. 

In reply to the question, ‘“‘ What reforms 
would you attempt to introduce if you should 
be elected?’’ Miss Reel said: “TI have 
never given the subject of possible reforms 
any thought. In my own position as Super- 
intendent of Schools and an ex-officio Reg- 
ister of the State Land Board, I have 
found some matters existing which I think 
could be improved by judicious legislation. 

“We have great bodies of land in Wy- 
oming at the disposal of the State which 
are unoccupied and unusued, except as 
open range. If conditions for leasing this 
land were made easier much of it that is 
now unused would be utilized in such a 
manner as to have it produce a revenue to 
the State, and at the same time be of more 
— to the stockman and rancher than it 
now is. 

“If we could make a good es to the 
National Government of our stewardship of 
lands already granted to us by Congress 
it is possible our State might be intrusted 
with the ownership of all the Government 
land within its boundaries. If this were 
done Wyoming would soon be one of the 
wealthies instead of one of the poorest 
States of the Union.” 

‘““Have you any views on tke tariff and 
currency questions?” 

“Of course I have. They are just. what 
the Republican State Convention adopted 
as the platform for Wyoming Republicans.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—The Secretary of 
the Interior recommended to Attorney Gen- 
eral Harmon the dismissal of a number of 
in the United States

suits now pending

and Utah against the Union Pacific Railroad 


and about 10,000 settlers along the line of 
the road to recover tiue to lands said to 
have been eroneously patented to the com- 
pany. These lands were supposed to be 
embraced within the limits of the grant 
made by Congress to the company, and 
were patented to it some years ago. The 
settlers whose little homesteads have since 
been put in litigation, purchased their lands 
from the company. and secured the neces- 
sary patents; but the Land Office here, after 
issuing the patents, made the discovery 
that they were worthless, for the reason 
that the company, as the Land Office 
claimed, was not entitled to the lands deed- 
ed, and, therefore, the certification had 
been erroneous. Then the Interior Depart- 
ment began suit to recover these lands. 

Under the law in force prior to March 3, 
13896, it was necessary, in order that title 
could be recovered, to include the settlers 
as defendants in these suits. The act 
passed on the above date, however, pro- 
vides that the Government might enter suit 
against the railroad company for the value 
of the lands found to have been erroneously 
certified, and that inneeent purchasers from 
the railroad company might receive new 
patents upon filing proof that they were in- 
nocent purchasers. et 

General Solicitor Kelley of the Union Pa- 
cific Company has been in Washington for 
several days, and has agreed, on behalf of 
the company, to pay the costs of the pres- 
ent suit, and thus relieve the settlers of all 
expense incident to service of summons up 
to this time. If the Attorney General ap- 
proves the recommendation of the Interior 
Department, (as it is believed he will,) the 
present suits will be dismissed, and new 
suits will be brought against the company 
alone to recover the value of the land. 
Meantime, patents will be issued to the set- 
tlers upon their filing the proof required by 
the act of March 3, 1896, and they will thus 
be aytotad in their titles. 

Attorney General Harmon later to-day di- 
rected that the suits bétween the United 
States and the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany and the seitlers be dismissed. 

The Secretary of the Interior this aft- 
ernoon informed the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office that, if other com- 
panies agreed to a_ settlement of their 
suits in cases where land was erroneously 
patented to railroad and wagon road com- 
panies and was afterward sold to settlers, 
as in the case of the Union Pacific Rail- 
read, he would make a similar recommen- 
dation for the dismissal of the suits and 
the quieting of titles. The railroads thus 
affected are the Central Pacific, St. Paul 
and Sioux City, Union Pacific and 
Sioux City, California and Oregon Com- 
pany, successor to the Oregon, Central 
Military Road Company; St. Louis ond 
San Francisco: Railroad; Winona and St. 
Paul; Missouri, Kansas and Texas, end 
Leavenworth, Lawrence and Galveston 
Railroads; Northern Pacific Railroad, South- 
ern Pacific Railroad, Oregon and California 
Railroaa, New-Orleans and Pacific Rail- 
road, and the Wisconsin Central Railroad. 
_The decision arrived at by the United 
States to quiet the titles of all the set- 
tlers 6n these various land grants, which 
have been in litigation for years, and to 
hold the railroads alone responsible, is re- 
garded as one of the most important acts 
ever taken in relation to land grants. 





THE PENNSYLVANIA LINES. 


Reports of Economies—Earnings and 
Expenses for June. 


. PHILADELPHIA, Penn., July 30.—A dispatch 
from New-Brunswick, N. J., stated that 
the Pennsylvania. Railroad, owing to the 
great falling-off in business, has laid off 
sixty-one section hands in the division ex- 
tending from Newark *to Dean’s, a distance 
of thirty miles, and that the wages of 
those remaining had beeu reduced 20 per 
cent. An official of the company here de- 
mies that a reduction in wages had been 
made, and said that he had no knowledge 
of any such number of men having been 
laid off. Owing to the deyression in busi- 
ness, the company had been compelled to 
retrench, but the economy has applied prin- 
cipally to New-York. It is probable that 
if any such number of men have been laid 
off, it has been done by some contractor 
engaged on new work. : 

Following is the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company’s statement of comparison of 
earnings and expenses for the month of 
June and six months of 1896, with the 
game periods of 1895:

WANT RAILROADS TO BE TAXED. 


Jerseymen Object to the Present Law 
of Exemption, 


The State Commission dppointed to con- 
eider the equalization of taxation as be- 
tween property owned by railroads and in- 
dividuals met in Chancery Chambers, Jer- 
sey City, yesterday. A large delegation 
of railroad lawyers and the city author- 
ities were among those present. 

Henry V. Condict, a large property own- 
er, said that railroad and personal prop- 
erty should be taxed alike, and that all 
property should be assessed at its true 
value. He accused the assessors of showing 
favoritism. -Some property, he said, was 

‘assessed at its full value, while other prop- 
erty was rated at 70 per cent, of its value. 

Louis V. Booraem said the railroads had 
fuihed instead of helping Jersey City. in 

dition to this, he said, values in lower 

ersey a had been greatly depreciated 

by the railroads. He concluded -by saying 
that equal taxation would be. forced upon 
the State just as the question of protecting 
the Passaic River fram pollution had been 
forced—by public opinion. 

Congressman Thomas McEwan said that 
One great fault of the law as it stands 
is that the moment a piece of property is 
bought by a railroad it is taken out of the 
tax list. Owing to the custom that now 
prevails of exempting railroad property 
from jocal taxation. the burden of taxation’ 
upon individuals is increasing every year. 

Joseph A. Dean made an extended speech, 
fin which he reviewed the history of tax 
and railroad legislation and the constitu- 
tional aspects of the matter since 1844. He 
said that great injury had been done to all 
the cities of the State. He suggested as an 
amendment that the large cities in which 
the railroad terminals die should be ex- 
empted from the law.

Commissioner Lyman Explains the Se- 
lection of Excise Inspectors, 


ALBANY, July 80.—Commissioner Lyman 
to-day made the following statement re- 
garding the appointment of special agents 
in accordance with the.civil service law: 


Since receiving the eligible Msts from the 
Civil Service Department, 1 am in receipt daily 
of hundreds of letters ‘from people throughout 
the State, many of whsm are ieading citizens 
and high public officials, urging the appointment 
of parties who appear on the lists as having 
passed the examination for excise agents, and 
in some instances those who do not so appear, in 
violation of the civil service law and the rules. 

Almost all assume that I can take any one 
I piease from the lists, without regard to his 
standing. They also seem to think that every 
county or every Senatorial district, at least, 
must have an appointee. They do not know, or 
at least, do not recognize, the law as to vet- 
eran preference, and complain because I select 
men from the bottom rather than the head of 
the ltsts, ignoring the fact that I have nothing 
whatever to do with certifying the men for 
appointment. They certainiy do not seem to 
know that, so far as the veteran is concerned, 
it is not a competitive examination, but rather 
a non-competitive examination, requiring him 
only to show a certain degree of proficiency to 
be entitled to appointment as against all comers. 

A great deal of time has been consumed, and 
much expense incurred, in producing these lists 
from which the special agents are to be drawn. 
The lists contain some first-class men, as I have 
ascertained by extended inquiry and personal 
examination in over fifty cases, and I am 
grievously disappointed that, after the Civil 
Service Commission has taken sc much pains 
to secure such lists, I have not the privilege to 
avail myself of the benefit thereof to a greater 
extent I have no time to answer personally all 
these communications, or to argue as to the 
right or wrong, the inconsistency, or absurdity 
of the law, or regulations under which the Civil 
Service Commission is obliged to act, and under 
which I may be compelled to appoint a man 
bearing a certificate of incompetency. The lists 
have been published by the Civil Service. Com- 
mission, and those who desire to ascertain where 
they stand. or where their friends stand, can do 
so by inspection of the same. 

I desire to state that all appointments made 
in this department and from these lists will be 
made in “exact compliance with the rules and 
regulations of the Civil Service Commission, 
and that I shall take the a of examining 
and inquiring into the character, ability, and 
previous record of all applicants before appoint- 
ing them, whether I am compelled to appoint 
them or not. 

There is something wrong in the system 
which works so crudely, and the legislator who 
introduces and passes an act which shall, under 
the Constitution, make a sensible, consistent, 
and practical civil’ service system for this State 
will glorify himself, and be a public benefactor. 
As we now stand, with simply some vague Con- 
stitutional provisions, the system is not the help 
which it ought to be, and, for want of certainty 
and well-settled rules, ‘public officials, as well 
as the people at large, are confused, misled, and 
perhaps unreasonably prejudiced against the sys- 
tem, and the State is gressly imposed upon 
through what is intended, to be, and what 
ought to be, and could be made, a great ben- 
efit to the public service. 4 

Edgar W. Steele, a veteran, of Mooers 
Fork, Clinton County and Leon Bliss of 
Brooklyn have been appointed by State Ex- 
cise Commissioner Lyman as special agents 
under the Raines liquor tax law. Mr. Steele 
will confine his work to Clinton County 
and Mr. Bliss to Albany County. 

Disorderly houses in. many of the cities 
of the State have succeeded in obtaining 
licenses under the Raines liquor tax law, 
enabling them to sell liquor. Tax certifi- 
cates have been issued to such places in 
nearly. every city of the State on the pay- 
ment of the same amount as paid by the 
saloon keepers. The Raines law forbids 
the issuance of such licenses, and com- 
plaints against their issuance have already 
reached the State Excise Department. 

The issuance of such licémses only could 
have been ootained through false repre- 
sentations. The law states that only places 
of good repute may be licensed, and pro- 
vides that an applicant for a license shall 
certify that the license asked for is to con- 
duct a respectable business. All licenses 
which have been issued to disorderly houses 
will be revoked. State Excise Commis- 
sioner Lyman said to-day that the special 
agents will make short work of such 
licensed places as soon as the department’s 
work is systematized. 





4 STATEMENT BY MR. ROOSEVELT. 


Reasons for Supporting Captains 
Brooks and McCallagh. 


Police Commissioner Roosevelt, made the 
following statement yesterday relative. to 
the wrangle in the Police Board on Wednes- 
day over the rating of the Captains who 
have been examined for promotion to In- 
spectorships: 

I entirely agree with Col. Grant and Mr. An- 
drews in this matter. We feel that McCullagh 
and Brooks are very much the two best men for 
Inspectors. They have served faithfully for four- 
teenth months, and, as a matter of simple jus- 
tice, however friendly we feel to some of the 
other competitors, we-must rank them all relat- 
ively, and on the relative work Brooks and 
McCullagh stand far ahead. We have repeatedly 
sald that if anything can be truthfully urged 
against the character and record of either, we 
shall be prompt to revise our judgment. But 
not the slightest attempt has been made to 
show any failing or delinquency on their part, 
and, as matters now stan we should be dere- 
lict in our duty if we did not show our apprecia- 
tion of zealous, faithful, and efficient service by 
giving to these men the comparative rating to 
which they are, in our best judgment, entitled, 
this best judgment being reached after the most 
careful observation and exhaustive inquiry. 

At the meeting on Wednesday Messrs. 
Grant, Roosevelt, and Andrews, against 
the vote of Commissioner Parker, gave 
Acting Inspector McCullagh a rating of 
60 per cent. for record and efficiency, and 
Acting Inspector Brooks 55 per cent. They 
gave all the other Captains, sixteen of them, 
a rating of 40 per cent., which is so low 
that none of them can get on the eligible 
list. Commissioners Roosevelt, Grant, and 
Andrews made it plain that they would not 
vote to appoint any Inspectors until Brooks 
and McCullagh are first confirmed. 





SHIP STOKER MADDENED BY HEAT. 


Jumped Overboard, and, with an At- 
tempted Rescuer, Drowned. 


BALTIMORE, July 30.—Two men were lost 
overboard from the North German Lloyd 
Line steamship Roland, which. arrived here 
to-day from Bremen. While the vessel was 
in. midocean the heat was very oppressive, 
and in the stoke hole became almost un- 
bearable. 

The firemen suffered terribly, and several 
times a sturdy fellow succumbed and had 
to’ be carried on deck and restored to con- 
sciousness by the ship’s surgeon. At last 
one of the men, who had been overcome by 
heat early in the voyage, began to talk ir- 


rationally, and after a time acted in such 
@ manner as to cause the belief that he was 
insane. 

Suddenly he was seized with a wild 
frenzy, and with a yell dashed up the iron 
ladder leading from the fireroom, rushed 
across the deck, and plunged headlong over 
the side into the sea. During the excite- 
ment a hitch occurred in the lowering of the 
boat, and in a superhuman effort to clear 
it two of the men went overboard, 

The boat was lowered at last, and one 
of the drowning seamen rescued. His com- 
rade and the crazed man were not found. 





DIED OF EXCITEMENT IN A FIGHT, 


A Blow Thought to Have Killed Hylle- 
berg When He Fell. 


PERTH AMBOY, N. J., July 30.—Christopher 
Hylleberg, aged twenty years, was struck 
and instantly killed last night in a fight 
with Edward Johnson, four years younger. 

Johnson was fighting for a friend, Joseph 
Van Siclen, a boy of his own age, whose 
hat Hylleberg had snatched in play. John- 
son only struck Hylleberg one blow with 
his fist, but that landed on the jugular, and 
Hylleberg fell to the ground. He never re- 
covered consciousness, and when carried to 
a near-by drug store was fuurnd to be dead. 

Johnson was arrested, but was discharged 
this afternuon after un uutopsy had been 
performed on riylleberg’s body by Drs. W. 
E. Ramsay and w. A. Hults at the direction 
of County Physician Daniel Long. They 
announced that Hylleberg’s hei-t was moie 
than twice its natural size, ard his death 
had been caused by the excitement of the 
fight, and not by any blow struck. 





Cutter Golden Gate Nearly Finished. 


SEATTLE, Washington, July 30.—Robert Mo- 
ran, President of the Moran Brothers’ Shipbuild- 
ing Company, said yesterday that the United 
States revenue cutter Golden Gate, which his 
firm is building for use in San Francisco Harbor, 
would be completed and ready to turn over to 
the Government within ten weeks. Torpedo boat 
No. 8, also being constructed. by the Morans, is 
well along, the hull and machinery being more 
than half finished. Work on each craft has from 
the beginning progressed in a most satisfactory 
manner. More than 200 men are now employed 
on the two vessels. _The torpedo boat will be 
completed about Marth 1.

OCEANPORT, N. J., July 30.—There was a 
large reception to-day at the John D. 
Wright Memorial Home for Children, at 
this place, three miles from Long Branch. 
The home stands in the midst of thirteen 
acres of ground, surrounded by beautiful 
lawns, shaded by magnificent trees. The 
driveway to-day was decorated gayly with 
flags and Japanese lanterns, and the ve- 
randas and the rooms opening from them 
were filled with flowers. 

The home was thrown open with wide 
hospitality, and about 3 o’clock carriages 
began to roll up, bringing guests from 
Monmouth and Deal: Beaches, Elberon, 
Norwood, and Eatontown, till the ve- 
randas were filled with friends, while 
grouped around on the lawn were the chil- 
dren who spend the Summer here. 

Thirty or forty of the tiniest of the chil- 
dren gathered in a ring and gave some of 
the songs and plays which they are taught 
during the morning hours in their own 
Schooiroom by the teachers who has accom- 
panied them from New-York.

ARTILLERY TO HAVE A TASTE OF 
WORK AS IN WAR TIMES. 


our Batteries to Start from This City 
Aug. 6 and Proceed to Peekskill 
Under the Command of Gen. How- 
ard Carroll—This Will Take Three 
Days, and Then There Will Be a 
Week of Active Practice in the 
Field for the Troops. 


There will leave this city Aug. 6 the 
largest body of artillery that has been 
under one command since the war. All 
the batteries of the National Guard of 
the’ State except the Fifth of Syracuse 
will rendezvous at Madison Square at 10 


o’clock on the morning of the date fixed, 
report to Gen. Howard Carroll, and begin 
their march to the State encampment at 
Peekskill. There will be 600 men and 700 
horses. 

This: does not seem a very large body of 
men, and it would hardly create.remark on 
a German or French review ground, but it 
is larger than any body of artillery that the 
regular United States Army has brought 
together in a quarter of a century. It will 
be noteworthy, however, in other respects. 
For the first time the troops will have some 
of-the actual experiences of a march in 
time of war. 

The soldiers will be accompanied on their 
three days’ march by the First Battery of 
the United States Army, commanded by 
Major J. W. Dillenbeck, which is now sta- 
tioned at Fort Hamilton. Major J. B. Bur- 
bank of the Third United States Artillery 
has been detailed by the War Department 
to observe the movements of the State 
troops. 

Gen -Howard Carroll, Chief of Artillery, 
was visited at his office yesterday by a re- 
porter for THE NEw-YorK TIMEs, and he 
was asked for particulars of the march and 
the week’s encampment. He gave them in 
@ general talk about the State artillery and 
the work that is expected of it in the com- 
ing manoeuvres, 

There are five batteries of State troops. 
‘All are housed in exceedingly comfortable 
end handsome armories at the expense of 
the State. They are,.with one exception, 
thoroughly well equipped with the best 
known light cannon, and are all well drilled 
and uniformed. The Fifth Battery of Syra- 
cuse has not yet been furnished with mod- 
ern guns, and is not in condition, therefore, 
to take part in the coming evolutions. This 
battery is commanded by Capt. Hayes. It 
will soon be fully equipped, and will be 
ready to show its mettle in the next drills. 

Although the batteries are equipped with 
modern guns and have been drilled with 
their new arms, they have never yet fired a 
shot from one of them. They have. had 
only a little field practice, which was @ 
the expense of their officers and friends. 
This defect was brougnt to the notice of 
Adjt. Gen. McAlpin soon after he was 
appointed, and he has ween very anx- 
ious: to remedy it. He and Gen. Carroll 
have been working for two years to get 
an appropriation from the Legislature 
which would permit the artillery to have 
B0Me active service in the handling and fir- 
ing of their pieces. 

The result is that the last Legislature 
appropriated $20,000 to be expended in a 
practice march from this city to Peekskill 
and seven days’ duty in camp and at the 
rifle ranges. 

The following batteries will rendezvous 
-:* :iamaate Square and report to Gen. Car- 
roll: 

The First Battery, N. G. N. Y., New- 
ork City, commanded by Capt. Wendel. 

The Second Battery of New-York City, 
(Capt. Wilson, 

The Third Battery of 
Rasquin. 

The Sixth Battery of Binghamton, Capt. 
Olmsted. 

The batteries have each four guns, ex- 
rhe the Brooklyn battery, which has Gat- 
ings. 

The march will be as follows: First day, 
(Madison Square to Van Cortlandt Park, 
twelve miles; second day, Van Cortlandt 
Park to Sing Sing, twenty miles; third day, 
Sing Sing to Peekskill, about twelve miles. 

The troops will be provided with forage 
and commissary wagons, hospital tents, far- 
rier and blacksmith implements, and will, 
in fact, be fully equipped, as if on a march 
in war time. It is proposed to have them 
go through the actual experiences of an 
army on the march. They will wear the 
blouses and fatigue hats, and carry the 

lankets used by the regular army. On 
the march they will have to provide their 
own sustenance and care for their horses, 
shoe them, if necessary, do adny needed 
blacksmithing, pitch their own tents, and 
provide their own mess. 

Gen. Carroll.said that the different bat- 
teries have already been doing preliminary 
practice on their own account. They have, 
the said, spared neither their pockets nor 
themselves. The First Battery has spent 
two days at Van Cortlandt Park, the 
Second Battery was two and one-half days 
at the same place, and the Third Battery 
was at Creedmoor for three days, practic- 
fing drilling for the march and duties at 
the Peekskill camp. ; 

The march will not be hurried, by any 
means. The troops will advance at about 
tthe rate of four miles an hour. In the early 
morning they will march two or three 
hours, rest through the hot noon, and then 
march for several hours in the late after- 
moon. If necessary, they will halt for ad- 
ditional rest.

When Peekskill is reached Gen. Carroll 
will turn over his command to Adjt. Gen.

‘KILLED BY AN ELECTRIC SHOCK. 


‘ . oe ere 
Inspector Charles A. Greene Was Fix- 
ing a Broadway Light. 


Charles A. Greene, an electric light. In-- 


spector employed by the Brush Liectric 
Company, at 208 Elizabeth Street, was 
killed by shock at the top of an electric 
light pole at Fourteenth Street and Broad- 
way yesterday. 

Greene was looking after the lights, and 
a few minutes before 3 o’clock he reached 
the pole in front of the jewelry store of 
Mrs. Theresa Lynch. The lamp was not 
burning when Greene reached the corner, 
and Policeman Charles Rye called out: 

“That lamp has been out for an hour.” 

“T’ll fix it in a minute,” said Greene, 
cheerily, as he put on a pair of rubber 
gloves and began to ascend the pole. 

Policeman Kiine and two other men— 
George Kline of 308 East Nineteenth Street 


and Frank Andrea of 330 East Blevengh 
+ getters him as he ascended the 
pole. . ‘ 

For five or six minutes Greene yrotmcea 
away restoring the light, when suddenly 
his steel pincers dropped from his hand 
and fell with a sharp ring to the sidewalk. 
The noise caused the policeman gnd the 
other men to look again at Greene, 

In the strong glare of the restored light 
the man’s face was sharply defined. The 
features appeared rigid, and the eyes were 
protruding. Greene sat still for a moment, 
his right leg swung over the crossoar just 
below the lamp. His left hand grasped the 
4 of the pole, and his Wight hand, from 
which the pincers had dropped, was raised 
high in the air. For a few seconds the 
body remained as if transfixed; then, with 
a helpless movement, the man feil back- 
ward, remained hanging by the leg over 
the crossbar for an instant, and then fell 
twenty feet to the sidewalk. 

Policeman Rye and Andrea and Kline 
were beside him at once. Greene gave 
one or two gasps and then lay still. The 
policeman summoned a _ physician from the 
New-York Hospital. Dr. Harrison, who 
came, examined Greene and pronounced 
him dead. 

Dr. Albert T. Weston; Coroner’s physi- 
cian, made an autopsy on Greene’s body 
at the Morgue in the afternoon. Dr. Wes- 
ton said to a reporier for THE NEW-YORK 
Times that Greene had been killed by the 
electric current beyond doubt. The man’s 
clothing had been burned by coming in 
contact with a live wire, and his flesh had 
also been severely burned on the inner 
section of the right thigh. The ~ heart, 
lungs, and brain aiso shuwed that death 
had resuited from an eileciric shock. 

Charles J. Marsh, Secreiary and Treas- 
urer of the Brush Electric Illuminating 
Company, said that a thorough investiga- 
tion of the wires at the piace where Greene 
met his death had been made by the com- 
pany. The current at that point snuwed a 
voltage of 2,000, but no leak* was discov- 
ered, and the wires were reported to be in 
good condition and completeiy insulatec. 
The rubber gloves worn by Greene were 
new, and were not injured in any way. 
Therefore the manner of Greene’s death 
is a mystery to the company. 

Greene was forty-one years old. He was 
unmarried, and lived at 11 State Street, 
Brooklyn. He was a brother-in-law of 
Charles E. Prout, engineer of the Brush 
Company’s works at 208 Elizabeth Street. 





TROLLEY WIRE FELL ON TRUCKMAN 


He Was Stunned by its Support and 
Burned by the Current, 


John Berletino, a truck driver, forty 
years old, of 384 First Street, Jersey City, 
narrowly escaped being killed by a live 
trolley wire yesterday. 

When the Consolidated Traction Company 
laid its tracks through Montgomery Street 
it was unable: to erect poles on the norih 
side, between Barrow Street and Jersey 
Avenue. This block faces Van Vorst Park, 
and when the trolley tracks were laid Gov. 
Abbett and other influential persons had 
their homes there. Most of them live there 
still, but Gov. Abbett and Dr. Alfred A. 
Lutkins are dead. Those two, aided by 
other property owners, made a vigorous 
fight, and the company was compelled to 
compromise by placing potes on the south 
side only. From the poles long crossbars 
extend to the centre of the street. To 
these the feed wires were attached. 

William Smith, a trolley lineman, sat 
on one of these crossbars yesterday, mak- 
ing repairs. Just as Berletino drove by 
the crossbar broke. Smith fell to the street 
unhurt, but the crossbar broke two live 
wires and carried them down. ‘Lhe bar 
struck Berletino on the head, and he fell 
to the street. 

The wires curled and hissed about him 
as he lay unconscious from the blow_on 
his head. At one time it looked as if Ber- 
letino was enveloped in the coils of the 
wires, and was being burned to deatn. 
Several spectators tried to drag him to the 
sidewalk, but became frightened lest they 
should involve themselves in his fate, and 
it was not until two policemen arrived that 
he was borne to a place of safety. 

By this time Smith had telephoned io 
the power house, and the current was cut 
off. An ambulance that had been sum- 
moned at tne same time took Berletino to 
the City Hospital, where it was found that 
he had suffered two severe Hoe A wounds 
and that he had only been slightly burned 
by contact with the wires. He was doing 
well last night, and will probably be suffi- 
ciently recovered to return to his home 
to-day. 





A HORSE KILLED BY ELECTRICITY. 


Received 800 Volts from a Trolley 
Wire That Fell upon Its Back. 


A fine large bay draught horse, owned by 
James Brown, a contractor, of Eagle Ave- 
nue and One Hundred and Forty-ninth 
Street, was killed at Jerome and Sedgwick 
Avenues early syesterday morning by an 
electric current from a broken trolley wire. 
The wire was over the track of the Union 
Railway Company, which has just been 
completed py way of Van Cortland and 
Jerome Avenues. 

The horse was attached with another one 
to a sand cart, and was driven by Patrick 
Hogan. The wire parted just as the horse 
stepped under it. It fell across the horse’s 
back. There was a blinding flash as it 
fell upon the animal, and it fell 
to the ground with a shmek of pain. 
Hogan fell off the wagon and narrowly 
escaped being kicked to death by the unin- 
gare horse; which kicked itself partly 
oose from the harness, and thus got out 
of harm’s way. y 

Mounted Policeman Harris and an em- 
ploye on the trolley car seized the wire, 
af the repair wagon was summoned. The 
charge of electricity which killed the horse 
was B00 volts. 





REFUSED TO PAY CAB FARE. 


Quint Said He Was an Anarchist and 
Friend of Herr Most. 


A cabman drove up’ to the Fifth Street 
Police Station early yesterday -morning 
with a passenger whom he wished locked 
up. The driver said he had carried the 
man around most of the night, and he had 


refuséd to pay his fare. 

The passenger said he was Otto Quint 
of 55 Fourth Street, and he threatened to 
blow up the station house with dynamite. 

A slungshot, with a strap handle at one 
end and a pound of lead on the other, was 
found in his possession. When arraigned 
in. Essex Market Police Court he became 
very boisterous, and shouted: “I am an 
Anarchist and proud of it.” 

The Magistrate fined him $5 for disor- 
derly conduct, and then committed him to 
jail, for the want of $500 bail, on the 
charge of carrying concealed weapons. 
Quint fought so hard that it took five at- 
tendants to put him in a cell. On his way 
there he exclaimed: ‘‘I will get even with 
you, for I am a friend of Herr Most.” 





A Long Sentence for Leon Aloin. 


Leon Aloin, nineteen years old, on having 
pleaded guilty of grand larceny and felonious 
assault, was sentenced yesterday by Recorder 
Goff to imprisonment for seven years in State 
rison. Aloin went to the house of James E. 
-Hammell, in Westchester village, on July 23 
and asked for something to eat. After eating he 
went away, but he returned and sneaked into 
the house, and, when discovered ransacking the 
bureau, he threatened to shoot Kate Clark, the 
servant. He ran from the. house and was 
followed by Nicholas Kemmy, a_ blacksmith. 
— shot Kemmy three times, but not danger- 
ously.

QUARREL OVER SETTLING STRIKE. 





Executive Bonrd of Tailors and the 
Contractors at Odds. 


The Executive Board of the Brotherhood 
of Tailors and the Contractors’ Association 
have fallen out on the question of how the 
contractors shall settle with the union. 

The contractcrs want the union to settle 
with. them as an association. The leaders of 
both bodies had several conferences, and the 
Executive Board of the Brotherhood agreed 
to the Contractors’ proposal on the condi- 
tidn that the outside contractors should be 
made to join the association. Otherwise the 
Brotherhood would settle with individual 
contractors, whether they belonged to the 
association or not. 

The leaders of the men say the Contrac- 
tors’ Association has failed to show that it 
can control the outside contractors, and 
that ‘settlements would beemade with in- 
dividuals. So they defied the association, 
and yesterday began to settle with non- 
association contractors in a hall at Grand 
and Ludlow Streets. Ex-Assistant District 


Attorney Bradley and a notary public at- 
tended to the drafting of the agreements 
between the Brotherhood and contractors. 
It was reported that over twenty’ con- 
tractors had signed the agreement, and 
several of them were association members. 

The association contractors grew angry 
at the action of the strikers’ leaders, and 
held a meeting at 200 East Broadway, 
where they deciared they would settle with 
gl ce tana as an association or not 
at " 

There were indications that the contract- 
ors now contmplate a lock-out, so as to 
coerce the Brotherhood to their terms. 
Chairman Driesen of the association, said 
the association contractors would open their 
shops on Sunday, and they knew that they 
could get all the non-union men _ they 
wanted. Besides he did not believe Meyer 
Schoenfeld could hold his men together 
any longer, and the contractors were going 
to give the Brotherhood the biggest fight 
it ever had. 

When Schoenfeld heard of these threats 
he said the fight would result in the split- 
ting up of the association, while the Broth- 
erho would remain intact. The contract- 
ors could not get any men outside the 
union. 

The proprietor of the hall at 21 Suffolk 
Street, which the striking children’s jacket 
makers made their headquarters, grew tired 
of them yesterday, and told them to get 
out. So they went to New Irving. Hall, in 
Broome Street, near Norfolk Street,

Put It Off to Save His Clerks from 
Civil Service Examiner, 


Judgeg Joseph Aspinall of the County 
Court, Brooklyn, intended to gail for Eu- 
rope Wednesday. He, however, heard that 
State Civil Service Examiner Fowler had 
determined to order an examination of the 
clerks in the County Court, and decided 
to remain and fight it out for his clerks. 
He said yesterday: 

“Thinking everything was all right, on 
Monday I bought my ticket, intending to 
start for Europe yesterday. I learned, how- 
ever, that Fowler insisted on a competitive 
examination, contrary to the express decis- 
ion of Gov. Morton and the directions of 
President Burt. When the time came Mr. 
Van Doren, the Chief Clerk of the County 
Court, objected to the examination of our 
men, and I understand there was rather a 
lively time. Finally, Mr. Fowler yielded, 
and the men passed a non-competitive ex- 
amination yesterday. 

‘When I learned how things were going 
I determined to stand by our men, and so 
I did not go to Europe. I didn’t think it 
would be a fair thing for me to gu away 
and leave the men subject to arbitrary re- 
moval. I think I did rignt, too. 

“IT have the ticket now, and it is the 
most expensive piece of pasteboard I ever 
paid for. I did not even see the ship, but 
a picture of her is printed on the ticket.’

Committee of Nine Expected to Com- 
plete Its Inquiry Soon, 


The committee of nine appointed to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the Home Mission 
Board of the Presbyterian Church is ex- 
pected to make a report in a few days. 

D. J. McMillan, Corresponding Secretary 
of the board, said yesterday: “I expect 
that the committee will complete its work 
within a few days and have a report ready 
for publication.”” He also said that the re- 
port will deal with facts and figures which 
will be interesting to the people at large. 
The investigation is being conducted in a 
very thorough manner, and the heads of the 
different sub-divisions are under instruc- 
tions to place all books, documents, and 
data at the service of the committee. 

Mr. McMillan feels confident that the 
committee will find no reason for complaint 
as to the management of the home mission 
work. All the officers, he declared, court 
the fullest investigation. 

The Rev. Dr. John L. Withrow, Chair- 
man of the committee of eleven appointed 
to investigate the real estate aifairs of the 
Mission Boards of the Presbyterian Churca, 
was at the Presbyterian Buiiding, at Fifth 
Avenue and Twentieth Street, yesterday, 
preparing & statement for pubiication im tne 
weekly religious newspapers. He said the 
new statement wiil be substantially the 
Same as the one aiready supp.ied over his 
signature to The United Press Local News 
and published yesterday. 

Mr. McMiilan said: *“‘ The committee of 
eleven is composed of men of the best legal, 
business, and clerical talent in the country. 
They were bound to get at the exact facts 
regarding the real estate affairs of the 
two boards. They found the action of the 
officers in erecting the new building and 
the disposition of the old one commendable; 
also that the missionary work should be 
encouraged and fAnancially sustained. We 
have been busy to-day receiving congratula- 
tions upon the result of the committee’s 
work.” 

The sub-committee of three of the com- 
mittee of eleven wi!l make a report, with 
recommendations, at a meeting of the full 
committee, which will be called by Chair- 
man Withrow in the near future. 





MR. BOSKOWITZ’S MOTION DENIED. 


A Preliminary fujunction Protecting 
His Stoep Not Continued, 


Justice Andrews of the Supreme Court 
has handed down an opinion in the suit 
brought by Ignatz Boskowitz, President of 
the Mechanics and Traders’ Bank, against 
John J. Farley, the builder, to restrain 
the latter from interfering with the front 
stoop of his house at 32 West Seventy- 
second Street, in which he denies the mo- 


tion of Mr. Boskowitz to continue a pre- 
liminary injunction curing the pendency ot 
the action. 

It was alleged that the stoop of Mr. Bos- 
kowitz’s house encroached six inches on 
Mr. Farley’s property. Mr. Farley sert a 
man to cut off the encroaching part of the 
stoop, and Mr. Boskowitz got an injunction 
to restrain him. 

Justice Andrews says that he believes 
the plaintiff knew of the encroachment of 
the stoop when he bought the property, and 
does not think he can eventually succeed 
in the action. ‘‘ The continuance of the 
injunctiox,’’ says the Court, ‘‘ will work 
greater harm to the defendant than the 
vacating of it will work to the plaintiff, 
and if the plaintiff is successful in his ac 
tion he can have the stoop restored.”

Soft bricks in light colors have 
long been procurable, but a hard, weather- 
repelling, nearly white brick had not been 
produced until the experiments were made 
to supply. the bricks for this building.

In a corner of a big trust company’s of- 
fice down town stands a box four inches 
wide, four inches deep, and about ten feet 
long.

“That is the famous blue stem grass of 
Oklahoma,” said the President to some one 
who was looking at it. ‘*‘ The largest stalk 
there is about nine feet.

You can see-miles 
and miles of it in Oklahoma and all over 
the great central plain. It has a wonderful 
effect on stock., I have seen horses in this 
city that had. become sick on clover 
and timothy put upon a diet of this grass 
and get weil and in fine condition in a lttle 
while. Hundreds of tons of this grass are 
sold in New-York every year for stock 
that has sickened of clover.’’

“TI can never get now,” said the man 
from the country, *‘ the roasted sweet corn 
we used to have when I was a boy. Now 
all the sweet corn is boiled, and it has no 
taste. Every Spring I icng for the ears of 
corn roasted in the shuck that I have eat- 
en many a time around the kitchen fire. 
There are dozens of ways in which a thing 
can be cooked, but there is only one way in 
which it ought to be cooked. Sweet corn in 
the ear, the ‘roastin’ year’ of the South- 
ern negro, is only at its best when roasted 
in. the shuck. 

‘* My mother,’”’ he continued reminiscently, 
“used to serve sweet corn in this way 
whenever she had special ‘company.’ The 
man who ate it once never wanted to totich 
boiled corn again. 

“It is a pretty and ancient Indian cus- 
tom to roast corn in the shuck, and it will 
some day be fashionable, and we will won- 
der how we ever ate it cocked in any other 
way. You preserve all the natural flavor of 
the corn, just as you keep the true flavor of 
the oyster when you roast him in his shell. 

“There are three old country dishes you 
cannot improve on—roasted sweet corn on 
the ear and in the shuck, ash cake, or corn 
bread, baked in the ashes, and ‘possum 
and ‘taters’—all of them favorites of the 
old Southern negroes, who gave to the 
world the inestimable blessings of gumbo.’’

to await the action of the Federal Grand 
fury at Trenton. 

“The examination of Sands was held in the 
"Jersey City Police Court, at Police Head- 
suarters, and was attended by Chief Will- 
jam P, Hazen of the United States Secret 
Nervice, Chief George Bagg of the East- 
frn Division, and Secret Service Agents 
Fiynn and Esquerell. Capt. John Fan- 
ting of the Second Police Precinct, Ho- 
hoken, and Policeman John Meyers of the 
tame precinct, who arrested Mrs. Mary O. 

napp,: alias Jane Doe, the confederate 
bf Sands; Deputy United States Marshal 
Haggerty, and Chief of Police Murphy 
were also present. United States District 
Attorney J. Kearney Rice represented the 
Sovernment and State Senator William 
Daly appeared for Sands. 

In order that the prisoners, Sands and 
Mrs. Knapp, should not communicate with 
sach other in jail, Sands had been com- 
mitted to the Newark jail, and Mrs. Knapp 
had been locked up in the jail in Jersey 
City. Mrs. Knapp was late in reaching 
the courtroom, and while the officials were 
Waiting for- her the seats were filled with 
witnesses whom she ‘and’ Sands had vic- 
Mmized. Mrs. Knapp arrived at 11:15 
Sclock A. M.. She seemed perfectly self- 
oe and spoke only to Senator Daly. 
Fecret “Service Agent Esquerell was di- 
rected to sit between Sands and the wo- 
man, and to prevent them from conversing 
turing the hearing. :

‘We 
searched the premises and ‘found’ papers, 
a file, and gloves such as counterfeiters 
use, and in a little black bag twelve silver. 
dollars. There was also a long white rag, 
soiled with shoeblacking, which had evi- 
dently been used to rub bogus coins on'to 
make them look old. I have raided many 
counte’ eiters’ places and have invariably 
found milar rags.”

Mrs. Knapp looked at Sands with an 
amused smile and then broke into laughter, 
but checked herself quickly. 

Chief William P. Hazen of the Secret 
Service testified that his business was to 
detect counterfeiters. He examined each 
of the silver dollars found in Sands’s pos- 
session and declared that every one was 
genuine. 

He then examined the coins which- were 
passed by Mrs. Knapp upon the Hoboken 
and Jersey City witnesses and said they 
were spurious. 

Geores Bagg, ‘Chief of the Eastern Di- 
vision of the Secret Service, then testified 
as to his knowledge of the,prisoners. ‘s 

“My attention was called to Jane Doe, 
he said, ‘‘on Juiy 2, and to Johnson just 
afterward. I arrested Johnson with Agents 
Esquerell and Henry, in Irving Place. He 
went quietly with us to his rooms. He 
knew of ‘Jane Doe’s’ arrest, because he 
had been to jail to see her, and he told us 
he knew all about her. 

“We took him to the Oak Street .Police 
Station, and then te my office in the Post 
Office Building, where he made a statement 
to me. He said that after the death of 
his sister, Nellie Clark, in Buffalo, he left 
his brother in charge of his doctor’s office 
there and went with ‘Jane Doe’ to Chi- 
eae tn Chicago he was joined by her brother, 
and the three engaged rooms at 499° Wa- 
bash Avenue. That was in February, and 
the three engaged in the manufacture of 
counterfeit coin. They made over 1,010 
bogus silver dollars there, and the woman 
passed over 500 of them in Chicago. 

“They then came East and went to the 
Catskill Mountains,, where they remained 
two months, making trips to Albany and 
Troy to pass the bogus money. Then, on 
June 29, they arrived in Jersey City. Sands 
said that when he heard of ‘Jane Doe's 
arrest he went to their rooms in Jersey 
City and took 200 bogus dollars away from 
the house, and, jumping on a _ferryboat, 
threw the coin into the Hudson River.” 

Chief Bagg declared that the counterfeit 
coins passed by Mrs. Kmapp,. or ** Jane 
Doe,’”’ were made from the molds which were 
taken from the good coin tound Mm Sands’s 
possession. He examined them with a 
microscope, and said the imperfections on 
the genuine dollars were repreduced on the 
bogus dollars. 

Senator Daly cross-examined Chief Bagg, 
and wanted to know when and where 
Sands made the statement which he had re- 
peated, Chief Bagg answered that Sands 
made it in his office, but did not sign it be- 
cause he said he did not feel well. He said 
a stenographer made a typewritten copy of 
Sands’s statement. 

Senator Daly said the statement should 
have been produced in court. 

Several other witnesses were examined 
who said Mrs. Knapp victimized them by 
means of bogus dollars, and at the con- 
clusion of the hearing, on motion of United 
States District Attorney Rice, Sands was 
committed to jail in default of $15,000 
bonds, and Mrs. Knapp was sent back to 
her cell. Senator Daly tried to have the 
ease against Sands dismissed, because he 
said he had committed no offense in New- 
Jersey; if any crime had been committed by 
him it was committed in New-York. Com- 
missioner Romaine, however, said he could 
not view the matter in that light. 

It was reported that Mrs. Knapp had 
made a confession, but the Secret Service 
officers refused to affirm or deny the re-_ 





-OOMFORE FOR SICK SAILORS. 


Surgeon Gen. Tryon Devises a Cot for 


Use on Warships. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—The latest contriv- 
ance of Surgeon General Tryon of the navy, 
who jis continually working for the amell- 
oration of the condition of our sailors, is a 
novel cot for the “sick bays” of war- 
ships, to replace the ordinary canvas ham- 
mocks that are so little adapted for the 
use of men in the long sieges of fevers 
common to many ports, and which are use- 
less when operations have to be performed 
for gunshot wounds in time of battle, or 
fractures in time of peace. 

The new cot is.of iron, with a sensible 
mattress, ‘and canvas sides, provided with 
numerous devices for the comfort of the 
occupant and convenience of the attend- 
ants. It may be swung from movable 
stanchions or moved to any. deck. Ad- 
justable tables and frames for raising the 
body and limbs are provided, and, alto- 
gether, nothing conceivable is omitted for 
the benefit of the sick sailor. 

Secretary Herbert has directed these cots 
to be included in all the ships now under 
construction and as rapidly as possible they 
will be placed ‘on all naval vessels.

KILLED A BOY BURGLAR 
‘PATROLMAN MEYERS MEANT to AIM 
OVER: HIS BEAD. 





Learned After the Shot Took Effect 
that the Youth Was One Whom 
He Had Befriended—His Father a 
Barber in Oak Street. Patronized 
by Many of the. Oak Street Sta- 
tion Policemen—The Boy Broke 


into a Saloon, 


Patrolman Thomas R. Meyers of the Oak 
Street Police Station shot Frank Woll- 
weber, seventeen years old, in the head in 
Franklin Square early yesterday morning, 
and the youth died from the wound soon 


after admission to the Hudson Street Hos- 
pital. The shooting was done while the po- 
liceman was in pursuit of ‘young Woll- 
weber, who with two companions had com- 
mitted a burglary at the liquor store of 
Dennis Dunn, at Pearl and Ozk Streets. 

The father of the youth is Leonard J. 
Wollweber, who keeps a small barber’s shop 
on the ground floor of the tenement house 
10% Oak Street, immediately opposite the 
police station. In his place many of the 
policemen of the Oak Street Station have 
been in the habit of getting shaved, and the 
barber was on friendly terms with most of 
them, but his particular friend was Patrol- 
man Meyers. , 

Meyers has what is known as the “ sta- 
tion house’”’ post, on- Oak- Street, and the 
course of his patrol would pass Wollweber’s 
barber shop at frequent intervals. In this 
way he had made the acquaintance of the 
family, and he knew very well the boy 
whom he shot. He, however, did not know 
that it was Frank whom he was pursuing 
yesterday morning, and it was not until the 
boy was lying unconscious and dying on the 
pavement that this knowledge came to 
him and utterly prostrated him. 

Frank was wild, and had got into wic 
habit of remaining out late at night. Mis 
father chastised him for his waywsrdncss, 
and on more than one dcvas:on Policemai, 
Meyers saved him from severe punishment 
by his father. He nad frequently reiron- 
strated with the youth anji warned Ljm to 
be more obedient and cutiful to his parents. 


Frank had been employed recently as a 


fly boy in the pressroom of a morning news- 
paper. He was not considered a bad boy 
as boys go in the Fourth Ward, but since 
he lost his employment about two weeks 


ago he had consorted with a rough set, 
which hung about the corner of Roosevelt 
and Oak Streets. He was warned not to 
associate with these roughs, but he paid 
no heed to the warning. 

Sergt. Patrick McNally was standing on 
the steps of the station house at 4:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning when he noticed Frank 
walking past the station house toward 
Pearl Street. He was walking rapidly; and 
as the Sergeant hailed him with ‘ Hello! 
Frank; are you working?’’ Frank answered 
that he had lost his job. He did not stop 
cr look up. There was.a wake going on 
at the tenement house 7 Oak Street, next 
door to the station house, and the Sergeant 
supposed Frank was going. to, the wake. 
The youth did attend the wake, and it was 
there that he met the. companions with 
whom he subsequently raided the corner 
liquor store. 

All this time Patrolman Meyers was on 
patrol on the station house post. A woman 
rushed into the station house at about 4 
o'clock and told Sergt. McNally that there 
was trouble in Peck Slip. Meyers *was sent 
to see what it was. about... When ‘he 
reached the scene peace had been restored 
and Meyers .retaurned. to his post... When 
he tured: the. corner of Roosevelt Street 

to Oak Street he saw in the dim light: 
three, young men crawl out of thé side 
window! of Dunn’s‘liquor store at 302 Peart 
Street. This saloon had been robbed last 
Sunday night. The’ burglars at that time 
broke a pane of glass in the side window 
and unfastened the catch. The money 
drawer was broken open and $2.50 carried, 
off. The*broken, pane had not. been re- 
placed, and, therefore, it was a. tempia- 
tion for the burglars to pay a second visit 
to the place. They were not slow in tak- 
ing advantage of.the opportunity, and the 
money drawer.was robbed yesterday morn- 
ing of $2.10.’ The young burglars were 
tumbling. out. of the window when the po- 
liceman.saw them. He immediately started 
in pursuit... Before he could overhaul them 
the trio had separated. Two ran along 
Chestnut.. Street, the. shortest’ street 
in the city, into Pearl Street. The third 
one, who wore a light-colored.-coat, and 
thereby was easily distinguishable, ran 
down Pearl Street. Meyers rapped for as- 
sistance at Pearl and Oak Streets, and then 
sprinted after the fugitive with the light 
coat. The latter was fleeter than the po- 
liceman, and ained Franklin Square, 
where he dodged among the trucks in the 
roadway and behind the elevated railroad 
pillars. He was evidently making for Cher- 
y Hill, where he could find refuge in the 
alleys and tenements which abound there. 
Fearing that the fugitive would escape, the 
policeman shouted to him to stop or he 
would shoot. The burglar paid no 
attention to the warning. The policeman 
raised his revolver, intending, as he says, 
to fire over the fugitive’s head. The bullet 
struck him in e back of the head. He 
shrieked and fell. forward on his face on 
the roadway. Patrolman Ahearn, who had 
joined in the pursuit, reached the prostrate 
youth before Meyers, and had turned him 
on his back with ‘his face to the light by 
the time Meyers came up. One glance at 
the face of the unconscious youth told Mey- 
ers whom he had shot. 

“My God!” he exclaimed; “that’s 
Frank Wollweber, the barber’s son.” 

He was utterly unnerved and when he 
reached the station house, whither he had 
gone to report the shooting and sum- 
mon’ an ambulance, hé was -almost in a 
state of collapse, and could scarcely speak. 
An ambulance arrived in haste, and car- 
ried the unconscious youth to the Hudson 
Street Hospital. When his clothes were 
searched at the hospital, $2.10 in small 
change stolen from Dennis Dunn’s money 
drawer were found in his pockets. 

Capt. Vredenburgh of the Oak Street Sta- 
tion made an investigation, and formally 
suspended Patrolman Meyers from duty. 
By direction of Acting Chief Cortright, he 
arraigned the policeman before Magistrate

Meyers has been a liceman thirteen 
ears, and has an excellent record. There 
as been no charge made against him in 
the last ten years. He is known by his as- 
sociates as mild-mannered and kind-heart- 
ed, and he is very popular, He said to a 
reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMES yester- 
day that, although he realized he was in 
pursuit of a burglar, he did not intend 
to shoot the fugitive, but, unfortunate- 
ly, did not aim high enough to miss him. 

“The killing of this youth will be a 
great grief to me forever,” he said, as his 
eyes filled with tears. 

Detective Michael Galvin, who has lived 
in the Fourth Ward all his life, knew 
young Wollweber well. ‘“‘ Frank was al- 
ways around with Meyers,”’. said Galvin 
yesterday. ‘‘ Whenever he had a falling 
out with his folks, and was driven from 
the house, he would drift about nights, 
and Meyers would pick him up and give 
him money for food and a bed. He woulda 
advise Frank, and tried to induce him to 
keep straight. berm came to be great 
friends. Frank would rather stay out of 
bed any night when Meyers was on patrol 
and go with him over his post, than go 
home. Meyers never suspected him of be- 
ing concerned in any of the burglaries 
committed in the neighborhood. It was 
mean of him to commit a burglary on 
Meyers’s post,. after Meyers had been such 
a friend to him. It was a mean trick, ana 
Frank knew it, and that’s why he ran 
away.” 

The parents of Frank are grief-stricken 
over the killing of their firstborn, but they 
do not speak with bitterness about the 
policeman’s action. The body was taken 
to his home yesterday afternoon, and fu- 
neral services will be held to-morrow.

NOT PROVED TO. BE THE OWNER OF 
A POOLROOM. 


Justice Ingram’s Decision in the Case 
of the Men 
sult of Anthony Gomstock’s Raid 
of July 8 in Long Island City— 
Seven Must Stand Trial—Required 
to Furnish $2,000 Bail Each—Fate 
of Three Still Undecided. 


Arrested as a Re- 


Mayor Gleason had made his morning 
rounds, the pigs and goats had been turned 
at large for the day, and the stn was pour- 
ing down on Long Island City yesterday 
morning when the men who -were ar- 
rested in Anthony Comstock’s raid on the 


poolrooms in that city July. 8 gathered in 
Justice Ingram’s courtroom to learn what 
disposition would be made of their cases. 
George Myers, who was alleged to have 
been the cashier and guiding spirit at ‘the 
room on Gale Street, was dressed in a neat 
suit of black, and looked as though he were 
going to a funeral. 

Alderman Richard E. Kane, who was 
charged with being the proprietor of .the 
place, looked as though he did not care how 
things would go, and subsequent events 
proved that his confidence was not illas- 
sumed. The other defendants, who were 
described as ‘“‘ sheet writers,” ‘‘ blackboard 
men,”’ and “ cashiers,” looked a trifle ‘un- 
easy and nervous, 

Justice Ingram drives a thriving business 
in petty cases, and it was late in the morn- 
ing when he reached the poolroom cases. 
Meanwhile the defendants amused . them- 
selves by: reading .we tabulated reports of 
Wednesday’s races and the “ tips” on com- 
ing events. When their cases were reached, 
Lawyer Van Vechten made an eloquent 
plea for the discharge of. Richard EB. Kane 
on the ground that there was not sufficient 
evidence to show that he was the proprietor 
of the saloon at 67 Gale Street, in the rear- 
of which one of the poolrooms was situated, 

Mr. Van Vechten maintained that there 
Was not the slightest evidence to show that 
Mr. Kane-was either the proprietor or lessee 
of the place; neither was there evidence to 
show that Mr. Kane kept a place with ap- 
paratus and paraphernalia for the register- 
ing of bets. The place was simply known as 
Kane’s saloon, and Mr. Kane was seen in 
and about the saloon and poolroom. Mr. 
Van Vechten was willing to acknowledge 
that Mr. Kane had been seen drawing beer 
in the'place, but held that he had a perfect 
right to do that, and that it did not prove 
that he was the proprietor of the place. 

A motion was also made for the discharge 
of the seven other defendants. Lawyer Van 
Vechten said the detectives went to the 
rooms complained against, found men writ- 
ing on blackboards, and heard other men 
calling out names. Then he said a pool 
was a common fund, of which the winner 
took all, and quoted Webster’s definition of 
a bookmaker, holding that in order to make 
a book an entry must be made.. In this 
case only slips of’ paper were used. © Mr. 


Comstock had instructed tne’ detectives. to 
get a record, but the only one they got 
was the one.they made themSelves.- As the 
law is directed against the recording and 
registering of. bets,-Mr. Van’ Vechten held 
that the detectives were the only ones who 
were guilty under the law. ‘At any’ rate, 
they must be held as accomplices, he ar- 
giied, “and no person could be, convicted 
one aechecitinn a rated evidence, Sumer. 
ous authorities were qu : show... 4 
the detectives had. dided aheees the 
ménewho wére charged in the-complaint. ~ 

District Attorney Noble did not-seem: at 
all disturbed:-by: the argumenis’ put. forth 
by the defendants’ counsel. He ‘said: he 
had supposed his oppohents would submit 
briefs without argument, but; sirice Mr. 
Van Vechten had ‘talked, he felt ‘that. he 
ought’ to’ say a few words.’ Then | he 
branched out on the question of accom- 
plices, and. quoted a case from the lowa 
courts, where a detective had joined a 
band of horse thieves and had himself 
aided in. committing that crime- which in 
the West is regarded as punishable only by 
death on the nearest tree, but the Court 
held that he was not an accomplice, be- 
cause no felonious intent had been shown. 
The District Attorney also used the same 
decisions quoted by Mr. Van Vechten, 
pointing out where the attorney for the 
defense had not read all of the decisions. 

The District Attorney also called the 
Justice’s attention to the fact that he was 
not sitting as a jury to convict, but simply 
as an examining Magistrate, to ascertain 
whether there was sufficient evidence to 
show that a crime had been committed, 
and if there was probable cause to be- 
lieve the defendants guilty. He argued 
that there was sufficient evidence in the 
way of a record when the cashier in the 
poolroom wrote the odds quoted on the 
blackboards upon the tickets purchased by 
the detectives. He said that the courts 
did not go by definitions in Webster's Dic- 
tionary, but upon decisions of the courts. 

Voluminous briefs were handed up by 
the counsel, and it was expected that there 
would be some delay, but the Justice had 
a surprise for them. He said he had looked 
into the matter thoroughly, and had given 
the evidence careful thought, and had de- 
cided to hold James Brown, George - 
ers, Henry Van Buren, William Smith; 
“Carley Bee,’’ Charles Adams, and Mi- 
chael Blake for the Grand Jury in $2,000 
bail each. 

The Justice said he could not see that 
sufficient evidence had been introduced to 
prove that Richard E. Kane was proprietor 
of the place on Gale Street, and he dis- 
charged the Alderman. The Alderman )ooked 
pleased, but ile other defendants were a 
trifle disconceries, They had not expected 
a decision, and they were not prepared to 
furnish. bail. They were held prisonevs 
in the courtroom for several hours. before 
the desired ‘“‘friends’’ were found. But 
finally Henry J. Stanton, Michael Emglish, 
John Devine, and Dietrich :Schuliz. quali- 
fied as bondsmen, and they were released. 

The examination of the cases against 
Thomas Brown, Michael Tuite, and Patrick 
J. Murphy was adjourned until Sept. 8. 
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DEPOSITORIES FOR THE CITY. 


Question of Importers and ‘Traders’ 
Bank to be Considered To-morrow. 


The question of withdrawing the city’s 
Geposit from the Importers and ‘Iraders’ Na- 
tional Bank, and placing it with the Na- 
tional City Bank, or some other institu- 
tion, will be considered by the City Bank- 
ing Commission to-morrow. 

The members of the commission are the 
Mayor, the Controller, and the Chamber- 
lain. Mayor Strong is absent, and John 
Jeroloman, Acting Mayor, will serve in his 
place. Controller Fitch will’ go to the 
Adirondacks this afternoon for a month’s 
camp in the woods, and Deputy Controller 
Lyons will serve for him on the commis- 
sion. The Chamberlain, Gen. Anson G. Mc- 
Cook, is the only member of tife commis- 
sion that wilk be present in person. 

Mr. Jeroloman and Mr. Lyons seem in 
favor of withdrawing the city’s deposit 
from the Importers and Traders’ Bank. 
Gen. McCook’s position is not definitely 
known. 

Mr. Jeroloman said yesterday that Con- 
troller Fitch had- given good reasons for 
taking away the deposit and placing it 
elsewhere, but. that he would give the 
matter fuller consideration before saying 
definitely what he would do. 

“I donot see why,” said Mr. Jerolo- 


man, ““we cannot put our deposit with 
some bank that is willing to accommodate 
the city when it wants to borrow. I am 
sure that there are other banks that will 
be glad -to accept the deposit with this 
understanding. The Importers and Traders’ 
seems to think that because it pays the 
city interest on the deposit, it is not under 
any obligation to lend the city money 
when it is needed. I think we have a 
right to expect accommodation from our 
depositories. If Mr. Fitch’s statement that 
there was so large an average balance at 
the Importers and Traders’ is true, the 
city’s deposit could not have been subject 
to such sudden reductions as the bank 
cleims.’’ . 

The meeting of the Banking Commission 
set for to-morrow is the regular quarterly 
meeting at which the city’s depositories 
are selected, and the rate of interest paid 
to banks is determined. 





ARE OPPOSED TO FREE SILVER. 


Many Workingmen Found to Favor 
the Gold Standard. 


Interviews with workingmen engaged in 
the iron industry and others on the west 
side yesterday showed that a very large 
proportion is in favor of the single-gold 
standard and against free silver. Out of 
more than thirty men interviewed, only 
three declared themselves for free silver. 

Among the men employed at Benjamin 
Fox’s boiler and iron works, at 515 West 
WThirty-fourth Street, Patrick McGovern 
of 441 West Thirtieth Street said that he 
believed in maintaining the gold standard, 
and had no faith in free coinage of silver. 

Patrick J. Monahan of 532 West Thirty- 
sixth Street, said: “I have always been 
a Democrat, and I think I’ll vote the Dem- 
ocratic ticket this year; but I don’t know 
whether I'll change my vote yet, as I’m 
somewhat. afraid of free Ssilvep.”’ 

James Walker of 415 West Fortieth 
Street said: “I want sound money every 
time. I don’t want any free silver.” 

John E. Fiandreau of 504 West Thirty- 
fourth Street said: ‘‘I certainly shall vote 
for gold. I don’t believe in free silver.” 

N. Fitzpatrick of 335.Tenth Avenue said: 
“TIT have not yet made up my mind what 
to do. I. believe that two-thirds of the 
workingmen do not understand the ques- 
tion. As for myself, I don’t think that 
free silver .will do workingmen any’ good.” 

Robert Thompson of 189 Avenue C said: 
“T am-a gold’ man, through and.through. 
No free silver for-me. I am for McKinley, 
but not for high_tariff.’’ 

J.. Hagan:of 279 Cherry :Street. said: “I 
am for gold, as I. don’t believe that free 
silver will help.

TO SEPARATE THE CITY’s GARBAGE. 


Street Cleaning Department Notice— 
The Law to be Enforced. 


The Street Cleaning Department is de- 
termined to enforce.the new regulation 
in reference to the separation of garbage. 
The department issued yesterday the fol- 
lowing notice: ~ ! 


On Aug. 1 proximo, in conformity with a print- 
ed notice issued by the Health Department re- 
quiring that garbage (food waste) must, under 
the provisions of Section 95 of the Sanitary Code, 
be placed in a receptacle by itself, and employes 
of the Department of Street Cleaning will not 
only refus¢ to remove garbage mixed with other 
matter, but will report violators of this law with 
a view to their immediate arrest. 

The’ Health, Police, and Street Departments 
have united their forces to the end that garbage 
sepsration shall be enforced to the letter of the 
law, and card notices have been distributed to 
householders, housekeepers, and all who have 
an accumulation of garbage, so that ignorance 
of this requirement will not be accepted as an 
excuse. 

All law-gbiding citizens and those who have 
the interest of the city at heart are requested 
to render such aid as they can in bringing this 
separation to a successful issue as early as pos- 
sible, and also in bringing to speedy trial all 
those who are in any way disposed to disre- 
gard the law on this subject. 

For the information of all, garbage is described 
as consisting of discarded vegetables, vegetable 
tops, fruit and fruit skins, meat, breadstuffs, and 
all food waste, and this and nothing elsé should 
be put in the garbage recentacle.

Aaron Kohn and Moses G. Rosenblatt, 
who did a commission and importing busi- 
hess in silks, ribbons, velvets, millinery 
goods, and veilings at 35 Mercer Street, 
under the style of Dreyfus, Kohn & Co., 


made an assignment yesterday to Levi L. 
Gans and Oscar E. Rosenheim. Mrs. Ellen 
Dreyfus, Emanuel Springer of Philadel- 
phia, and William Rothschild & Son were 
named as preferred creditors for $75,000. 

The house is one of the best known in 
the trade. It was estabiished in 1870 by 
Isaac E. Dreyfus and Mr. Kohn, with Gott- 
lieb Rosenblatt as special partner. Mr. 
Dreyfus died in 1885, ana Mr. Rosenblatt 
in ‘the following year. The latter’s son had 
been taken into the firm in the meantime, 
and the business was continued under the 
old name. The firm had an office in: Lyons, 
France, and was also selling agent for the 
Paragon Silk Company of Paterson, N. J. 
The members of the firm are the principal 
stockholders in the silk company, Mr. Kohn 
being the President and Mr. Rosenblatt the 
Treasurer. It is said that there is now due 
the firm for advances on‘ goods in this di- 
rection about $80,000. 

The firm claimed a capital of $400,000 in 
February, 1895, but since then business has 
been poor, prices low, and competition very 
strong. Kurzman & Frankenheimer are the 
attorneys of record in the assignment, and 
Stern & Roshmore represent the assignees, |

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MAX'S, MEYER SEEKS TO RESTRAIN 
THE BOARD OF HEALTH,

Sie Denies that His Rear House at 83 
Columbia Street Is Unfit to Live in 
ana Does Not Want His Tenants 
Removed—Counsel for the Board 
Declares that Two Families Live 
in the Cellar, Which Has a Stag- 


mant Pool of Water. 


: The owners of the rear tenements which 
the Board of Health ordered to be va- 
weated have made enother move in their 
efforts to defeat the action of the board. 

Heretofore they have confined their ef- 
‘forts to attacking the constitutionality of 


‘the law in the case on the question of 
proper compensation for the condemned 
buildings. In the Supreme Court yester- 
cay, however, before Justice Stover, an 
application was made for a preliminary in- 
junction toe restrain the Board of Health 
from ousting the tenants from one of the 
rear tenements ‘which had been declared 
unfit for human habitation. 

David Keane of Coudert Brothers made 
the motion on behalf of Max S. Meyer, the 
owner of the rear tenement at 83 Colum- 
bia Street. The Board of Health ordered 
this house to be vacated, on the ground 
that there was a nuisance on the prem- 
ises; that the building was unfit for hu- 


man habitation and could not be made fit, ! 


and that it was dangerous to life and det- 
rimental to health. Mr. Keane said that 
the order to the tenants to leave was given 
without notice to the landlord; and, while 
he did not question the right of the board 
to evict where the fact of the unfitness 
of the house was proved, in the present 
case the dispute was on a question of facts, 
he denying that the house was unfit to live 
in, or that there was any nuisance on the 
premises. 

+ Mr. Keane submitted affidavits from an 
expert builder and a plumber, saying that 
tthe house was a good one, and that there 
‘was plenty of light and air. According to 
‘the attorney, the rear tenement was only 


\erected on 75 per cent. of the owner’s lot. 
‘He said that the house was open on all 
\four sides, and that there was not an illy 
\lighted or ventilated room in the house. 
Reading the opinion of his expert, Mr. 
Keane brought out the fact from the affi- 
davit that the cellar was occupied by two 
families, who lived, cooked, and slept there, 
and that there were no water closets in 
(the house, the one in the yard being an 
‘old-fashioned school* sink, which should be 
replaced by a better closet. The expert 
also said that no one should be ailowed to 
live in the cellar. Mr. Keane contended 
that, if the closet was bad, it was the 
duty of the board to have it removed and 
a better one placed there; but not to order 
a@ whole house to be vacated on this ground 
and thus deprive a man of his rents. 

“One of the main causes on which this 
‘twhole agitation is based,’’ said Mr. Keane, 
“is the alleged enormous death rate in 
tthis class of houses. I have an affidavit 
here to show that in the last six years 
there has been but one death in that 
house.” 

“Well, that might either prove the 
healthfuluess of the. neighborhood or the 
strong constitutions of the tenants,’’ re- 
marked Justice Stover. ‘“* The question is 
whether the Legislature has placed the 
power with the board to take action to 
vacate, or whether it Mes with the court 
to determine,”’ 

Mr. Keane contended that, where there 
was, a dispute as to the facts, and it could 
be shown that the building was a good one. 
the court should use its power to stop any 
arbitrary action on the part of.any one. 

Henry Steinert and Roger Foster, coun- 
Sel for the Board of Health, said that their 
fanbiased experts had found a bad state of 
affairs existing there. All the sixty ten- 
‘ants were compelled to use the filthy, old- 
fashioned sink closet, and two families 
dived in the cellar, which in one part had 
@ stagnant pool of water, constantly men- 
acing their health. There was a place 
where clothes were hung out, and which 
jwas distant from the other house only six 
feet. The tenants in ‘both houses were 
compelled to breathe the air tainted by the 
dirty and wet clothes. In a word, Mr. 
(Foster said, the place was not fit for a dog 
ito live in. 

Mr. Foster also quoted from a decision 
of the Court of Appeals, in which it was 
said: " ‘‘ The ne force of a court 
of equity should rarely, in the absence 
of fraud or good faith, set itself above 
the discretion and judgment of adminis- 
trative officers, to whom the law commits 
a decision, and this for the evident reason 
that a reversal of their judgment is but 
Saying that the Court judges differently 
upon what has been intrusted to others’ 
discretion, and simply confronts that opin- 
fon with its own.” 

Justice Stover reserved his decision. 





SKELETONS AT FORT. WADSWORTH. 


Two Found Buried Beside a Pre-Rev- 
olutionary House. 


A skeleton of a man and one of a child 
were found yesterday morning by workmen 
in the employ of the United States Govern- 
ment while preparing the works on which 
are to be erected the four ten-inch rifles at 
Fort Wadsworth. The bones were un- 
earthed on the property just beyond the 
old fort. It was formerly known as Clif- 
ton Towers. 

The house was bui!t before the Revolu- 
tion, and at one time was owned by 
Dwight Townsend. It passed into the-hands 
~Or Joseph Alexandre of steamship fame, 
and was owned by him when the Govern- 


ment found it necessary to acquire the 
land to make it a part of the harbor de- 
fenses. 

The bones were found close to the re- 
mains of the house, which has been torn 
down. They were about four feet under- 
ground, and were in an almost perfect 
state of preservation, but began to crumble 
as soon as exposed to the air. The skele- 
tons were side by side. The smaller one 
appears to have been that of a child about 
six years old. The bones were put into a 
box, and are still at the fort, no Coroner 
having taken charge of them. 

No one can be found who can throw any 
light _on the matter. James McCaffrey, an 
old Scotchman who has lived more than 
thirty years in the neighborhood, says that 
about eghteen years ago there was a mys- 
terious disappearance in the neighborhood, 
out he is not able to recall the 
details or give any particulars.
